Scranton 
Deployed 
To Israel 


NEW YORK (AP)— President 
-elect Richard M. Nixon will 
send former Gov. William S. 
Scranton of Pennsylvania to Is- 
rael and neighboring Arab na- 
tions next week to bring him self 
up to the minute on the poten- 
tially explosive Mideast situa- 
tion. 
It was learned late Thursday 
that Nixon will send Scranton on 
the trip to gather information 
Nixon will need as chief execu- 
tive. Among the Arab countries 
that are expected to be on the 
itinerary are the United Arab 
Republic, 
Jordan, 
Lebanon, 


Saudi Arabia and Iran. 
The fact that this was Nixon's 
second overseas assignment for 
Scranton since the beginning of 
the presidential campaign add- 
ed new impetus to speculation 
that Scranton might be tapped 
for either secretary of state or 
U. S. ambassador to the United 
Nations in the new administra- 
tion. 
Scranton, 
after 
returning 


from a European fact-finding 
mission for Nixon, said he had 
no further aspirations for offi- 
cial positions. But he steered 
clear of declaring he would not 
accept a high post were one of- 
fered. 
In 1964, Scranton made an un- 
successful effort to wrest the 
GOP presidential nomination 
from Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona. 
Aides said Nixon is meeting 
today with staff advisers — not 
callers from outside the inner 
circle. Next week the flow of ap- 
pointments with outsiders will 
resume — before the president- 
elect takes off Thursday for a 
few days in California.

North Vietnam

protestors handed out leaflets 
to many of the 2.5 million 
spectators, at least half of them 
reading, "Thanksfornothing." 


A spokesman said the protest 


was staged to show that "many 
thousands of poor children in 
this city and country will face 
empty plates today." 


At 
Albany College, 10 stu- 


dents and an adviser ended a 
four-day fast Thursday aimed at 
calling attention to hunger. 


But thousands of the "have. 


nots" also sat down to holiday 
dinners, thanks to social agen- 
cies and organizations such as 
the Salvation 
Army, 
which 


played host to 1,900 homeless or 
needy at centers it operates in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, the Bronx 
and Staten Island in New York 
City.

as a "very critical place." 
The carbon monoxide level was 
50 times human capability while 
the methane concentraton was 
26.4 per cert. He said there is 
danger of explosion when meth- 
ane reaches a level of between 
5 and 15 per cent. 
Ferretti said "we will make 
some decision" after the eval- 
uation today. 
Ferretti, asked Thursday night 
If the drill sites showed the 
same deadly air samples would 
mean sealing the mine, replied: 
"I can't comment on that. This, 
of course, is a possibility.

Information at this time 


doesn't look good. It doesn't 
look encouraging." 


The mine normally draws air 


from one opening, through the 
tunnels and out another open- 
ing. When methane builds up, 


the officials said, the flow is 
reversed and air is drawn in 
from both ends. This feeds the 
fire which in turn ignites the 
methane and produces an ex- 
plosion. 


The 78 men 
were trapped 


Nov. 20 when a blast tore 
through the mine, owned by the 
Mountaineer Coal Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Consolidation. Twen- 
ty-one other miners escaped.

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ANOTHER MAJOR EXPLOSION 
Mine Decision Is At Hand

MANNING TON, W. Va. (AP) 
— Another “ major explosion” 
ripped through No. 9 today, 
spewing smoke and flame from 
the mine’s Llewellyn portal 
near the area where 78 men 
been trapped nine days.

Peter P. Ferretti, a vice pres - 
ldent of Consolidation Coal Co., 
said the latest testings Thurs­ 
day night were taken from an 
area where the men had been 
trained to go in case of disas­ 
ter.He described the testing area 


as a “very critical place.” 
The carbon monoxide level was 
50 times human capability while 
the methane concentraton was 
26.4 per cent. He said there is 
danger of explosion when meth­ 
ane reaches a level of between 
5 and 15 per cent. 
Ferretti said “ we will make 
some decision” after the eval­ 
uation today. 
Ferretti, asked Thursday night 
if the drill sites showed the 
same deadly air samples would 
mean sealing the mine, replied: 
“ I can’t comment on that. This, 
of course, is a possibility. All 
the information at this time 
doesn’t look good. It doesn’t 
look encouraging.”

ANOTHER MAJOR EXPLOSION 
Mine Decision Is At Hand

MANNING TON, W. Va. (AP) 
— Another "major explosion” 
ripped through 
No. 9 today, 
spewing smoke and flame from 
the 
mine’s Llewellyn portal 
near the area where 78 men 
been trapped nine days. 
The early-morning blast, ths 
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16th since the initial explosion 
Nov. 20, sent flames and a col­ 
umn of white smoke spiraling 
above the entrance. 
Officials directing efforts to 
rescue 
the entombed miners 
promised a "very,very com­ 
prehensive evaluation” of the 
situation within the sprawling 
mine today. 
Drillings made by 
boring 
through to the deep caverns be­ 
low produced air samples show­ 
ing high concentrations of dead­ 
ly carbon monoxide and danger­ 
ous methane gas. 
Peter P. Ferretti, a vice pres­ 
ident of Consolidation Coal Co., 
said the latest testings Thurs­ 
day night were taken from an 
area where the men had been 
trained to go in case of disas­ 
ter. 
He described the testing area 


as a "very critical 
place." 
The carbon monoxide level was 
50 times human capability while 
the methane concentraton was 
26.4 per cent. He said there is 
danger of explosion when meth­ 
ane reaches a level of between 
5 and 15 per cent. 
Ferretti said "we will make 
some decision" after the eval­ 
uation today. 
Ferretti, asked Thursday night 
if the drill sites showed the 
same deadly air samples would 
mean sealing the mine, replied: 
"I cant comment on that. This, 
of course, is a possibility. All 
the 
information at this time 
doesn't look good. It doesn't 
look encouraging." 
The mine normally draws air 
from one opening, through the 
tunnels and out another open­ 
ing. When methane builds up, 


the officials said, the flow is 
reversed and air Is drawn in 
from both ends. This feeds the 
fire which in turn ignites the 
methane and produces an ex­ 
plosion. 


The 78 men 
were trapped 
Nov. 20 when a blast tore 
through the mine, owned by the 
Mountaineer Coal Co., a sub­ 
sidiary of Consolidation. Twen­ 
ty-on# other miners escaped. 
Families and friends of the 
trapped men continued their 
waiting at a little church near 
the mine.

protestors handed out leaflets 
to many of the 2.5 million 
spectators, at least half of them 
reading, "Thanksfornothing." 


A spokesman said the protest 


was staged to show that "many 
thousands of poor children in 
this city and country will face 
empty plates today." 


At 
Albany College, 10 stu- 


dents and an adviser ended a 
four-day fast Thursday aimed at 
calling attention to hunger. 


But thousands of the "have. 


nots" also sat down to holiday 
dinners, thanks to social agen- 
cies and organizations such as 
the Salvation 
Army, 
which 


played host to 1,900 homeless or 
needy at centers it operates in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, the Bronx 
and Staten Island in New York 
City.

ANOTHER MAJOR EXPLOSION 


Mine Decision Is At Hand

MANNINGTON, W. Va. (AP) 


— Another "major explosion" 
ripped through 
No. 9 today, 


spewing smoke and flame from 
the 
mine's Llewellyn portal 


near the area where 78 men 
been trapped nine days. 


The early-morning blast, the 
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16th since the initial explosion 
Nov. 20, sent flames and a col- 
umn of white smoke spiraling 
above the entrance. 


Officials directing efforts to 
rescue 
the entombed miners 


promised a "very,very com- 
prehensive evaluation" of the 
situation within the sprawling 
mine today. 
Drillings made by 
boring 


through to the deep caverns be- 
low produced air samples show- 
Ing high concentrations of dead- 
ly carbon monoxide and danger- 
ous methane gas. 
Pater P. Farretti, a vice pres- 
ident of Consolidation Coal Co., 
said the latest testings Thurs- 
day night were taken from an 
area where the men had been 
trained to go in ciiss of disas- 
ter. 
He described the testing area 


as a "very critical place." 
The carbon monoxide level was 
50 times human capability while 
the methane concentraton was 
26.4 per cert. He said there is 
danger of explosion when meth- 
ane reaches a level of between 
5 and 15 per cent. 
Ferretti said "we will make 
some decision" after the eval- 
uation today. 
Ferretti, asked Thursday night 
If the drill sites showed the 
same deadly air samples would 
mean sealing the mine, replied: 
"I can't comment on that. This, 
of course, is a possibility. AH 
the 
Information at this time 


doesn't look good. It doesn't 
look encouraging." 


The mine normally draws air 


from one opening, through the 
tunnels and out another open- 
ing. When methane builds up, 


the officials said, the flow is 
reversed and air is drawn in 
from both ends. This feeds the 
fire which in turn ignites the 
methane and produces an ex- 
plosion. 


The 78 men 
were trapped 


Nov. 20 when a blast tore 
through the mine, owned by the 
Mountaineer Coal Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Consolidation. Twen- 
ty-one other miners escaped. 
Families and friends of the 
trapped men continued their 
waiting at a little church near 
the mine.

Bishop Charles F. Golden, re ­ 
cently appointed leader of the 
United Methodist Church in all 
of northern California and Ne­ 
vada, will meet his first ma­ 
jor engagements in the Church’s 
Shasta D istrict Tuesday and 
Wednesday.

In his addresses the bishop 
will discuss a national program

contribute to reconciliation of 
the severe social, economic, 
and racial divisions in America 
today.

to aid groups dispossessed, dis­

Bishop Golden is a member of 
the national committee >f 50 
steering these efforts.

Earlier in his church career 
Golden had been a local pastor, 
college teacher, and UJS. Army 
chaplain, during World War n. 
Before his election as a bishop 
in 1960 he was for 13 years 
on the staff of the Methodist 
Board of Missions, first as 
director of field services in 
the department of Negro work, 
and finally as director of the 
division of national (USA) m is­ 
sions.

both here and at Alcatraz.'' 
Karpis spent 25 years on the 
San Francisco Bay Island peni- 
tentiary before being transfer- 
red here when Alcatraz was clo- 
sed. 
The Karpis-Barker gang that 
included Ma Barker, cut a path 
of crime across the heart of the 
nation. It was linked with 10 
killings and two kidnapings be- 
tween 1931 and 1936. 


Karpis was dubbed Public En- 


emy No. 1 after wealthy Minne- 
sota beer executive William 
Hamm Jr. was kidnaped and re- 
leased unharmed following a 
ransom payment of 3100,000. 
Karpis' 193G arrest inNewOr- 
leans was made by FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover, accompanied 
by other FBI men. 


Looking toward the 
future, 


Karpis said when he's released 
he wants to disappear from the 
public limelight —to lead aquiet 
life. 


"I know I'll made good," he 
said.

Members in Red Bluff togeth­ 
er with those of other Seventh- 
day Adventist churches around 
the world, will take a special 
relief offering tomorrow to aid 
suffering war victims in East 
Nigeria. An advance of $50,000 
has already been sent to the 
famine-stricken areas ofBia- 
fra, making a total of $100,000 
given by the church to date for 
this purpose. 
Action designating the relief 
offering came at the close of a 
firsthand report given by Dr. 
Sherman Nagel at the church’s 
biennial council in Toronto, On­ 
tario. Nagel, a veteran of 22 
years of medical work in Africa, 
returned to the U.S.last month. 
Nagel told the church’s top 300 
officials that quite apart from 
the tremendous need for food, 
the people in East Nigeria have 
suffered immense material de­ 
privations. Many of them have 
only the few rags they wear, 
having fled from their homes, 
traveling many miles on foot 


before the advancing armies. 
“Their needs are staggering,” 
the doctor said. “ You've got to 
see it to believe it.” 


Dr. and Mrs. Nagel have been 
operating the church’s 60-bed 
Northern Ngwa County Hospital 
in the secessionist state since 
1964. The in-patient 
list had 
swollen to 90 and the out-pa­ 
tient clinics brought in a daily 
flow of from 200 to 300, nearly 
all the patients being civilians 
suffering from more or less 
advanced stages of starvation. 
The Nagels left their post only 
when three other Adventist phy­ 
sicians and a male nurse arriv­ 
ed to relieve them. 
Preston Smith, pastor of the 
local church, will be the speak­ 
er at the 11 o’clock worship se r­ 
vice. He will be speaking on the 
subject, “ In Everything Give 
Thanks.” 
The church is located at 720 
South Jackson Street and visit­ 
ors are welcome.

The Karpis-Barker gang that 
included Ma Barker, cut a path 
of crime across the heart of the 
nation. It was linked with 10 
killings and two kidnapings be- 
tween 1931 and 1936. 


Karpis was dubbed Public En- 


emy No. 1 after wealthy Minne- 
sota beer executive William 
Hamm Jr. was kidnaped and re- 
leased unharmed following a 
ransom payment of 3100,000. 
Karpis' 193G arrest inNewOr- 
leans was made by FBI director 
J. Edgar Hoover, accompanied 
by other FBI men. 


Looking toward the 
future, 


Karpis said when he's released 
he wants to disappear from the 
public limelight —to lead aquiet 
life. 


"I know I'll made good," he 
said.

Efforts Should Be Speeded 


Word that the F ederal Aviation Administration is considering 
various means of com bating airplane hijackers is welcome news, 
though it is plain that a solution may be difficult to find. 


There has been no lack of suggestions. 
Some have proposed 
searching all airlin es passengers, but that is clearly out of the 
question. Others suggest requiring passengers to pass by machines 
that would detect m etal. The trouble with this is that all sorts of 
m etal objects besides pistols or other weapons might touch off the 
alarm , to general em barrassm ent. 


The idea of enacting stern law appeals to some. But there is al­ 
ready on the books a federal law which makes it a capital offense 
to hijack an airlin e r. The question is; Could there be anything 
ste rn e r than that? 


The most prom ising idea heard thus far has come from Rep. 
Paul. G. Rogers of Florida, who has taken a strong interest in 
this m atter. 
His proposal was that “ freedom flights** bringing 
Cuban refugees to the United States should offer free space to any­ 
one wanting to go from here to Cuba. This, as Rogers notes, would 
“ undercut the reason** for the hijackings. But here, again, there 
is a practical difficulty: though our government has okayed the 
plan, Cuba has not. 


Havana should be pressed for cooperation. Maanwhile, let us 
hope that the Federal Aviation Administration speeds its efforts 
to find effective means of heading off such acts of modern day 
piracy before som e tragedy occurs.

tion and hydrogen peroxide

can

New York. 
In 1899, the United States, 
Switzerland and France re c o ^ 
nized the Republic of Brazil. 
In 1929, U. S. Navy Lt. Cmdr. 
Richard E. Byrd radioed that he 
had made the first flight over 
the South Pole. 
In 1943, during World War n, 
the N azis arrested 1,200 stu­ 
dents and professors at Oslo 
U niversity in Norway. 
In 1945, the monarchy was 
abolished 
In 
Yugoslavia and 
King P ete r n was deprived of 
all his vested rights. 
Ten years ago—Vice P resi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon returned 
from a four-day visit to Britain 
and predicted that the North At­ 
lantic 
alliance 
would 
be 
strengthened by the B erlin cri­ 
sis at that tim e. 
Five y ears ago—President 
Johnson appointed a seven-man 
com m ission under Chief Jus­ 
tice E arl W arren to Investigate 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Some Interesting 
Comparisons 


A New York restaurant has 
celebrated Its 100 years of 
operation by serving m eals for 
one day at their 1868 prices. 
H ere is the 100-year -old price 
list: 
Corned beef and cabbage, 4 
cents; veal cutlet, 5 cents; beef 
steak, 4 cents; roast chicken, 
10 cents; pie, 2 cents; coffee, 
1 cent. 
During its one-day centennial 
observance, the restaurant lost 
$5,000 for one very obvious 
reason. The meal that cost 
12 cents a hundred years ago 
is now $9.50. Another indication 
of the decline in the value of the 
dollar is the current “ living 
wage” 
which 
is estim ated at 
about $125 per week for an 
average Am erican family. In 
1904, a Committee of the Chi­ 
cago Bureau of C harities agreed 
that no family could live com ­ 
fortably on less than one dol­ 
lar a week per capita. 
While the foregoing statistics 
may appear irrelevant today, 
they do serve to illustrate a 
fact about the U. S. economic 
system — that In spite of In­ 
flation, living standards have 
risen uninterruptedly year af­ 
te r year as a result of in c re as­ 
ing productivity. The rise of 
m ass production and m ass d is­ 
tribution in a free competitive 
m arket have been the m ajor 
contributing factors in p re s e r­ 
ving the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
Many years ago, the nation’s 
m ore 
progressive 
reta ile rs, 
notably the chain stores, intro­ 
duced the m erchandising philo­ 
sophy of moving the greatest 
possible volume of goods 
at 
minimum p rices. This philo­ 
sophy is basic to the m erchan­ 
dising system today. It has 
been a logical development of 
the free m arket. Our com peti­ 
tive m ass distribution system 
is the su rest guarantee that 
consum ers will continue to en­ 
joy maximum benefits of high 
productivity.

G ranted that the governments 
oí W estern Europe and the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States 
can 
intercede and

the 
fran c, and may proceed to do so. 
It is in everyone's general itw 
te re s t that France should be 
stable. But nations tend to judge 
vast eleem osynary movements 
with some specific reference to 
th eir own interests which m ust 
be judged as of prim ary coi* 
cern . It would be nice if F ranee 
did not have to de-value. 
On the other hand, how heavy 
a price are we willing to pay 
to avoid 
that economic dis­ 
location? 
And how heavy a 
p rice is England prepared to 
pay, 
im proverished 
England 
whose pound sterling was rutl* 
lessly de-valued only a year 
ago, while across the Channel, 
the snooty General was denying 
England entrance into the Com­ 
mon M arket where the pound 
might have received m assive 
transfusions? 
The key elem ent is, then, 
p recisely those speculators we 
read about.

will not come in. 
Then the 
franc will come down and al­

The speculators. 
Whenever 
the word is used, the user 
visualizes sinful, greedy little 
men who profiter from human 
d istre ss. 
It is appropriate to 
explain that the speculators per­ 
form a vital economic function. 
It is they and they alone who 
signal to a society’ that it is 
engaging in pursuits whose stra­ 
tegic consequences are danger­ 
ous. 
The speculators exist in the 
money m arket because we all 
pledged, back in 1944, to fix 
exchange rate s based on the 
price of the dollar, and to hold 
these rates down to within one 
p er 
cent’s 
variation. 
When 
there is im balance over a long 
period in trade accounts it is 
obvious that the im porting coun­ 
try 's currency is beingweakeiw 
ed, and to be angry at the 
speculator for selling that cur­ 
rency 
is 
approxim ately 
the 
equivalent of getting mad at a 
bank president who refuses to 
lend any m ore of his depositors' 
money to a client whose debts 
a re rising and whose income is 
dim inishing. 


I heard it estim ated by an 
econom ist the other day that 
w hereas at the tim e of the 
Bretton Woods conference 95 
p er cent of the country's econo­ 
m ists favored fixed exchange 
rate s, now, thanks substantially 
to the scholarly research of 
P rofessor 
Milton 
Friedm an, 
plus also to the regular harrow­ 
ing international money crise s, 
95 per cent of the nations* econo­ 
m ist endorse what Professor 
George Stigler term s “ the ele­ 
gant

President Johnson has allocat - 
ed a suite of offices in the 
building known as FOB 7, anew 
red brick structure behind the 
Court of Claim s, next to the old 
D ecatur House and Just around 
the 
c o r n e r 
from Lafayette 
Square. There President-elect 
Nixon found 10landscapes ready 
and waiting for him after he 
lunched with LBJ on Tuesday. 
Reason why American diplo­ 
matic wives will be surprised 
is that Nixon has made caustic 
comment regarding paintings 
in American am basstes abroad. 
Traveling through Europe early 
this year, he approached one 
am bassador’s 
wife 
with the 
comment: “ Honey, where did 
you get that crap ?" 
The am bassadress had co l­ 
lected Am erican m odernistic 
paintings at some trouble, and 
the local population had been 
strong in their praise of the 
em bassy’s art collection. 
Donald I. McClelland of the 
National Collection of Fine A rts 
was careful in gathering the 
paintings for Nixon's office not 
to be too controversial. Though 
he had not heard of Nixon’s 
brusque comment about art in 
Am erican em bassies abroad, he 
had the idea that the 10 pic­ 
tures for Nixon should be very 
A m erican. Perhaps he rem em ­ 
bered that Nixon had once been 
a mem ber of the House Un- 
American 
Activities 
Com­ 
m ittee. 
“ What I’ve collected are chief­ 
ly landscapes,’’ M r. M cClel­ 
land 
explained, 
“ painted by 
American artists from all walks 
of life. 
“ T here is one by a Negro, one 
by aR usslan-A m erican, and one 
by a Japanese-A m erican. 
“ T here is a typical American 


scene, ‘The Road to Santa F e ’ 
by John M arin,” M r. M cClel­ 
land went on. “ T here is also 
one by Jacques Hnlzdovsky, a 
R ussian-A m erican artist, ca ll­ 
ed ‘Winter Landscape.’The N e­ 
gro painter is W illiam H. John­ 
son, and we have his ‘M ar­ 
rakesh’ In the collection for the 
P resident-elect. 
“ The 
Japanese - American 
painter is Ansei Uchima, and I 
have his woodcut called “W in­ 
te r Vista’ for the P resident­ 
elect’s office." 
The only thing McClelland has 
selected which might approach 
what Nixon called the “ crap " 
In 
American 
em bassies Is a 
sem i-realist drawing by Thom­ 
as George. 
“ They are good solid A m er­ 
ican painters,” reassured Mr. 
McClelland. 
Nixon’s request for pictures 
arrived on F riday, November 
8, and was filled by the N a­ 
tional Collection of Fine A rts 
the next day. 
He has given tacit approval 
to the new collection of art for 
his tem porary offices in W ash­ 
in g to n . 
Some diplomats who 
have noted Nixon’s reaction to 
a rt in American em bassies a- 
broad are w orried.

A New York restaurant has 
celebrated its 100 years of 
operation by serving meals for 
one day at their 1868 prices. 
Here is the 100-year-old price 
list: 
Corned beef and cabbage, 4 
cents; veal cutlet, 5 cents; beef 
steak, 4 cents; roast chicken, 
10 cents; pie, 2 cents; coffee, 
1 cent. 
During its one-day centennial 
observance, the restaurant lost 
$5,000 for one very obvious 
reason. The meal that cost 
12 cents a hundred years ago 
is now $9.50. Another indication 
of the decline in the value of the 
dollar is the current “ living 
wage’* 
which is estim ated at 
about $125 per week for an 
average American family. In 
1904, a Committee of the Chi­ 
cago Bureau of Charities agreed 
that no family could live com­ 
fortably on less than one dol­ 
lar a week per capita.

By JACK KNEECE 
WASHINGTON (A P)- Nebra­ 
ska’s Roman L. Hruska plans 
a hard campaign for the post of 
assistant Republican leader, 
or party whip, in the Senate, but 
says he doesn’t want “ a bloody 
field with bodies lying around.” 
“ I am not standing idly by. I 
am seeking the post, ” Hruska, 
just back from a trip abroad, 
told an interviewer. 


The whip job was opened up 
by the primary defeat of Cali­ 
fornia’s Thomas H. Kuchel, a 
liberal-moderate 
Republican. 
The only other announced can­ 
didate for the job is Pennsylva­ 
nia’s 
Hugh 
Scott, also a 
liberal-mode rate. 
Scott notified his colleagues 
by letter that he wants the job, 
but other than that his cam- 
paiglng has been behind the 
scenes. 
While Hruska was in Europe 
last week, his si?>porters said 
they already had commitments 
from 23 of the 42 Republican 
senators in the new C on gres s-- 
more than enough to insure his 
election. 
Scott’s backers disagree, say- 
'n il o M est is still wide 
open. 
“ We’re certainly not going to 
leave a bloody field with bodies 
lying around,” Hruska said in 


discussing the contest. “ But I 
have made it known to my col­ 
leagues that I aspire to it and 
that I hope they feel I could 
make the judgments the post of 
whip requires. 
Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen has indicated 
he would like to avoid a party- 
splitting fight by a compro­ 
mise under which Hruska would 
be the assistant leader and 
Scott would be chairman of the 
Senate GOP Policy Committee, 
a position that will offer little 
more than a platform for dis- 


The policy committee post is 
due to the retirement of Bourke 
B. Hickenlooper of Iowa. 
The two jobs will be filled 
when 
Republican 
senators 
caucus at the opening of the 
new congressional session in 
January. 
Scott backed Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York in his 
unsuccessful bid for the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination 
this year while Hruska was an 
early and vocal supporter of 
President-elect Richard 
M. 
Nixon. 
Scott’s backers say they have 
been assured that Nixon will 
stay out of the fight. 
Other 
Republican senators 
mentioned as possibilities for 


the two vacant leadership posi­ 
tions include Karl E. Mundt of 
South Dakota, Robert P. Grif­ 
fin of Michigan and James B. 
Pearson of Kansas. 
Hruska, 64, served one term 
in the House before being elect­ 
ed to the Senate in 1954 to fill 
an unexpired term. He was re ­ 
elected in 1958 and 1964, and 
comes up for re-election in 
1970. He is on the Influential 
Appropriations and Judiciary 
Committees.

FISH TA ILS PR ESERV ED : - T ails (not fish tales) ale easily 
preserved. You may wish to at least preserve some part of 
your precious trophy and here is probably the slmpliest way. 
Immerse the section of a tail In a 10 per cent solution of 
formaldehyde 
or formalin for a week or so and that is all 
that is necessary. Allow the tail to dry gradually In open air; 
do not place it in the sun or near the heater. The tail can then 
be attached to a plaque or it can be hung on the wall by a con­ 
cealed wire. Another attractive method (for big fish) is to tie 
a 4-inch rope around the base of the tail leaving a loop for at­ 
tachment to a metal wall hanger. 
FISH HEADS PR ESERV ED : — A series of heads, preserved 
dry, make an Interesting collection. The heads can be mount­ 
ed on plaques for wall decoration, or they can be displayed on 
shelves. Heads of fishes such as barracuda, bass, or a brown 
trout are especially interesting because of their features or 
teeth. 
Cut the head from the body close behind the edge of the gill 
cover, taking care not to disengage the tongue. Remove the 
g ills. Clean out the Inside of the skull and cut away loose flesh 
and bone. It Is not necessary to cut aw. v 
*’ of the skull as in 
a skin-mounted fish. It is a good idea tr 
uk a hole through 
here and there to remove the brain and to facilitate the en­ 
trance of the preservative solution. 
Prop the mouth open with a piece of wood or w ire and place 
the head in a 10 per cent solution of formalin (9 parts water 
to 1 part formaldehyde). It should remain Immersed for a week 
or two to allow thorough impregnation of the form alin. Remove 
the head and perm it it to dry gradually in the open air. Do not 
try to rush the drying by placing near the heater or in the sun. 
When the head is dried hard, a matter of a couple of weeks, 
cover it with two or three coats of enamel or lacquer. Small 
spray cans of these are obtainable in any of our paint or hard­ 
ware stores. The eyes can be replaced with glass eyes. How­ 
ever, since the dried head is not meant to look alive, it’s best 
to let the eyes remain in the skull also. The head can be secured 
to a stained and varnished base for easier handling. D rill small 
holes through the lower jaws and attach the head to the base with 
w ire. 
WHOLE MOUNTED FISH — One of the most prized possessions 
an angler can have on the w all of his den is the representative 
mount of the fish he caught which gives him so many lasting 
memories. It’s worth twice more than the photograph. 
Times have changed somewhat in fish mounting. The art 
has changed from method to method and it is stiU changing. 
The date of an early attempt at fish mounting comes from 
an unexpected source, from W iUiam Shakespeare's, Romeo and 
Ju liet, Act 5 which appeared in 1596: 
“ I do remember an apothecary, — 
And hereabouts he dwells, which late I noted 
In tatter’d weeds, with overwhelming brows, 
Culling of simples; meagre were his looks, 
And in his needy shop a tortoise hung, 
An alligator stuff'd and other skins 
Of ill-shaped fishes. 
We still see samples of ill-shaped fishes here and there. 
I have an ill-shaped brown trout still out in the garage. My 
proud first. Not much to look at but it was my first. 
The old skin mounting methods used over the centuries 
are still sometimes used s till today. Other mounting methods 
used may include wax, plaster, plastics, latex rubber. Most 
likely if you have an old mounted fish around, it’s likely to be 
one of the mannequin types with the skin over a board or plas­ 
te r. Of all the methods used today, probably the most lifelike 
mounts are made by merely casting the fish in plaster and then 
making a cast fish from the mold as is done in artificial teeth- 
making. A permanent exact lifelike mount is the result. This 
type of mount is made mostly from top grade casting resins and 
the fish is constructed in the same way a fibreglass boat is 
made. 
To go into the mounting of a fish would take another page or 
two of this paper so we w ill slowdown here. Before we do, may 
we emphasize that if you do wish to have or mount your own 
trophy, follow these simple rules; 
1. Don’t clean the fish. Leave it whole. 
2. Keep the fish clean and fresh. If frozen, place 
wet rags around the fins to protect them from 
drying up. 
3. Don’t tear the scales off but keep them intact. 
4. If this fish is dried up, throw it away and get an­ 
other specimen because the size, shape, and 
detail would be affected. 
Keep In mind that a fish can be preserved the same as the 
tails and heads mentioned before. Use the 10per cent formalin 
solution. A fish can be soaked for several days In the solution 
but will come out quite tough and hard. I always wash a fish in 
strong detergent to remove the slim e then soak it for just about 
1 hour in the solution before casting. The 10 per cent formalin 
solution w ill keep the scales in tight. After casting the fish it is 
replaced in the freezer until painting time, then it is discarded. 
Now back to fishing . . . 4 days have gone by and I haven’t 
even taken a steelhead from Battle Creek. A good rain could 
produce some better action. The creek cleared and so did most 
of the fish. Back to the river now. 
It’s less than one month until Christmas. You fishermen 
make your lists now for tackle presents. If you don’t you w ill 
probably get pajamas and slippers again. 
Tight lines . . .

FISH TAILS PRESERVED: — Tails (not ftsh tales) are easily 
preserved. You may wish to at loaat preserve aoms part of 
your precious trophy and her* is probably tbs simpltest way. 
Immsr»» ths section of a tall In a 10 per cent solution of 
formaldehyde 
or formalin for a week or so and that is all 
that Is necessary. Allow the taU to dry gradually In open air; 
do nut place it In the sun or near the heater. The tall can then 
be attached to a plaque or it can be himg on the wall by a con­ 
cealed wire. Another attractive method (for big fish) Is to tie 
a 4-inch rope around the base of the tall leaving a loop for at­ 
tachment to a metal wall hanger. 
FISH HEADS PRESERVED: — A series of heads, preserved 
dry, make an Interesting collection. The heads can be mount­ 
ed on pisques for wall decoration, or they can be displayed on 
shelves. Heads of fishes such as barracuda, bass, or a brown 
trout are especially interesting because of their features or 
teeth. 
Cut the head from the body dose behind the edge of the gill 
cover, taking care not to disengage the tongue. Remove the 
gills. Clean out the Inside of the skull and cut away loose flesh 
and bone. It ta not necessary to cut i. ray 11 of the skull as in 
a skin -mounted fish. It is a good idea to break s hole through 
here and there to remove the brain and to facilitate the en­ 
trance r* the preservative solution. 
Prop the mouth open with a piece of wood or wire and place 
the head in a 10 per cent solution of formalin (9 parts water 
to 1 part formaldehyde). It should remain Immersed for a week 
or two to allow thorough impregnation of the formalin. Remove 
the head and permit it to drv gradually in the open air. Do not 
try to rush the drying by placing near the heater or In the sun. 
When the head tl dried hard, a matter of a couple of weeks, 
cover it with two or three coats of enamel or lacquer. Small 
spray cans of these are obtainable in any of our paint or hard­ 
ware stores. The eyes can be replaced with glass eyes. How­ 
ever, since the dried head is not meant to look alive, it’s best 
to let the eyes remain in the skull also. The head can be secured 
to a stained and varntshed base for easier handling. Drill small 
holes through the lower jaws and attach the head to the base with 
wire. 
WHOLE MOUNTED FISH — One of the most prized possessions 
an angler can have on the wall of his den is the representative 
mount of the fish he caught which gives him so many lasting 
memories. It’s worth twice more than the photograph. 
Times have changed somewhat in ftsh mounting. The art 
has changed from method to method and it is still changing. 
The date of an early attempt at fish mounting comes from 
an unexpected source, from William Shakespeare’s, Romeo and 
Juliet, Act 5 which appeared in 1596; 
‘•I do remember an apothecary, — 
And hereabouts he dwells, which late I noted 
In tatter’d weeds, with overwhelming brows, 
Culling of simples; meagre were his looks, 
And In his needy shop a tortoise hung, 
An alligator stuff'd and other skins 
Of ill-shaped fishes. 
We still see samples of 111-shaped fishes here and there. 
1 have an ill-shaped brown trout still out in the garage. My 
proud first. Not much to look at but it was my first. 
The old skin mounting methods used over the centuries 
are still sometimes used still today. Other mounting methods 
used may Include wax, plaster, plastics, latex rubber. Most 
likely if you have an old mounted fish around, it’s likely to be 
one of the mannequin types with the skin over a board or plas­ 
ter. Of all the methods used today, probably the most lifelike 
mounts are made by merely casting the fish in plaster and then 
making a cast fish from the moldas is done in artificial teeth- 
making. A permanent exact lifelike mount is the result. This 
type of mount is made mostly from top grade casting resins and 
the fish is constructed in the same way a fibreglass beat is 
made. 
To go into the mounting of a fish would take another page or 
two of this paper so we will slow down here. Before we do, may 
we emphasize that if you do wish to have or mount your own 
trophy, follow these simple rules: 
1. Don’t clean the fish. Leave it whole. 
2. Keep the fish clean and fresh. If frozen, place 
wet rags around the fins to protect them from 
drying up. 
3. Don’t tear the scales off but keep them Intact. 
4. If this fish is dried up, throw it away and get an­ 
other specimen because the size, shape, and 
detail would be affected. 
Keep In mind that a fish can be preserved the same as the 
tails and heads mentioned before. Use the 10 per cent formalin 
solution. A fish can be soaked for several days in the solution 
but will come out quite tough and hard. I always wash a fish in 
strong detergent to remove the slime then soak it for just about 
1 hour in the solution before casting. The 10 per cent formalin 
solution will keep the scales in tight. After casting the fish it is 
replaced in the freezer until painting time, then it is discarded. 
Now back to fishing . 
. 
.

The in-patient list had 
swollen to 90 and the out-pa- 
tient clinics brought in a dail\ 
flow of from 200 to 300, nearl\ 
all the patients being civilians 
suffering from more or lest, 
advanced stages of starvation. 
The Nagels left their postonlv 


when three other Ad ventistphj- 
sicians and a male nurse arriv- 
ed to relieve them.

TEHAMA COUNTY, 
CALIFORNIA 
ORDINANCE NO. 428 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH­ 
ING 
STANDARDS, REGULA­ 
TIONS AND PROCEDURES FOR 
THE SUBDIVISION AND OTHER 
DIVISION OR UTILIZATION OF 
LAND, AND FOR THE DESIGN 
AND IMPROVEMENT THERE­ 
OF. 
The Board of Supervisors of 
the County of Tehama, State of 
California, do ordain as fol­ 
lows: 
SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND 
EFFECT. 
1.01 This ordinance Is enact­ 
ed for the purpose of adopting 
standards, regulations and pro­ 
cedures for the subdivision and 
other specified types of division 
and utilization of land in the 
unincorporated 
a r e a of the 
County, as authorized and d i­ 
rected by the Subdivision Map 
Act and other applicable pro­ 
visions of Law. 
1.02 This ordinance provides 
for the division of land in ac­ 
cordance with provisions for 
three primary classifications, 
which 
are: 
SUBDIVISIONS, 
PARCEL DIVISION and MIN­ 
OR DIVISIONS, each of which is 
defined herein. 
1.03 This ordinance also pro­ 
vides for 
the REVERSION to 
ACREAGE of lands previously 
divided. 
1.04 Ordinance No. 278 of the 
C o u n t y of Tehama, and all 
amendments thereto, are here­ 
by repealed. 
1.05 The repeal of such ordi­ 
nances shall not 
affect 
any 
agreement, contract or bond ex­ 
ecuted pursuant to such ordi­ 
nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder; or any p re ­ 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions to approval. 
1.06 All 
divisions 
of 
land 
which are subject to the p ro ­ 
visions of this ordinance shall 
conform to the General Plan, 
Specific Plans, and to adopted 
standards and provisions of law 
which are pertinent or applica­ 
ble to such divisions. 
1.07 P l a n n i n g Commission 
action on Tentative Maps shall 
be final except in cases where 
the Board of Supervisors mod­ 
ifies or revises such action up­ 
on its own initiative or by its 
action on a properly filed ap­ 
peal. 
1.08 It shall be unlawful for 
any individual, firm, associa­ 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
trust, or any other legal entity, 
as a principal, agent, or other­ 
wise, to offer to sell, to con­ 
tract to sell, or sell, or lease, 
or transfer or utilize, or oth­ 
erw ise assign for financing or 
other purposes, any proposed 
subdivision or other division of 
land or any part thereof in the 
unincorporated territory of the 
County, unless and until all the 
requirements hereinafter pro­ 
vided have been complied with. 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 
2.01 ADVISORY AGENCY, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
Tehama County Planning Com­ 
mission which is also referred 
to herein as the “ Planning Com - 
m ission” , and it is hereby char- 
ged with the duty ol making in­ 
vestigations and reports on the 
design and improvement of all 
proposed subdivisions and other 
divisions of land, and shall have 
such other powers and duties 
with 
respect 
to such subdi­ 
visions and other divisions of 
land, and the procedures r e ­ 
lating thereto, as are spec­ 
ified by law and by this O rdi­ 
nance. 
2.02 APPEAL BOARD, as r e ­ 
ferred to herein, shall be the 
Board of Supervisors of T e­ 
hama County which is also r e ­ 
ferred to herein as the “ Board 
of Supervisors’’, and it shall 
hear and make determinations 
upon appeals from actions of the 
Planning Commission with r e ­ 
spect to the provisions of this 
ordinance. 
2.03 COUNTY PLANNER, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
agent of the Planning Commis­ 
sion designated by the Tehama 
County Board of Supervisors to 
fulfill the duties of the County 
Planner as prescribed herein. 
2.04 COUNTY ENGINEER, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.05 COUNTY SURVEYOR, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.06 ROAD COMMISSIONER, 
as referred to herein, shall be 
the person so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.07 COUNTY SANITARIAN, 
as referred to herein, shall be 
the person so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.08 AUTHORIZED 
REPRE­ 
SENTATIVE, as referred to 
herein, shall be a Qualified 
person who is authorized by a 
County official defined he rein to 
act in the place erf such official 
with respect to the operation or

2.09 TECHNICAL ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE, as referred to 
herein, shall be the County 
Planner, the County Engineer 
and 
the County Sanitarian, or 
their 
authorized representa­ 
tives, and “ Committee’* shall 
mean the Technical Advisory 
Committee. 
2.10 LAND DIVISION STAN­ 
DARDS, as referred to herein, 
shall mean a set of detailed 
s t a n d a r d s , 
specifications, 
drawings and schedules, which 
shall oe adopted by resolution 
of the Board of Supervisors, to 
set forth the regulations, stand­ 
ards and specifications for land 
development improvements; the 
type 
and 
nature 
of investi­ 
gations, 
tests 
and 
reports; 
schedules for fees to be ch ar­ 
ged, and such other m atters 
as the Board of Supervisors 
finds to be necessary to prop­ 
erly supplement the provisions 
of this ordinance in the proces­ 
sing of land divisions and the 
improvements thereof. 
Wherever reference is made 
to 
“ this 
ordinance” herein, 
such 
reference shall include 
the Land Division Standards. 
2.11 LEASE, as used herein, 
shall not include: 
2.11 (a) The leasing of apart­ 
ments,

sim ilar space within an apart­ 
ment building, industrial build­ 
ing, commercial building, or a 
trailer park for which a use 
permit has been issued under 
the County Zoning Ordinance, 
or, 
2.11 (b) Mineral, oil or gas 
leases, or,

tual exclusive use of land p ar­ 
cels for the full lease term p er­ 
iod for commercial agricultural 
production purposes. 
2.12 MAP ACT shall mean the 
Subdivision Map Act of the State 
of California, as amended.

2.15 TENTATIVE MAP shall 
mean a map prepared from ex­ 
isting 
and 
field data in suf­ 
ficient detail to meet the re ­ 
quirements for filing as p re­ 
scribed herein, and to constitute 
an adequate basis for the p re­ 
paration of a final map. 
2.16 FINAL MAP shall mean a 
fully engineered map prepar­ 
ed in accordance with the condi­ 
tions of approval of a tentative 
subdivision map and in accept­ 
able form for processing and 
recording, as provided herein. 
2.17 PARCEL 
MAP 
shall 
mean a map prepared from ex­ 
isting and/or field engineering 
data, 
in accordance 
with the 
conditions of approval of a ten­ 
tative parcel map, and in ac­ 
ceptable form for processing 
and filing for record, as pro­ 
vided herein. 
2.18 RECORD OF 
SURVEY 
MAP shall mean a map prepar­ 
ed in accordance with provi­ 
sions of the Land Surveyors 
Act to delineate land boundar­ 
ies or property lines. 
2.19 REVERSION TO ACRE­ 
AGE 
MAP shall mean a map 
prepared 
in accordance with 
provisions of State law for pur­ 
poses of reverting previously 
divided parcels to acreage, and 
as otherwise provided herein. 
2.20 SUBDIVIDER shall mean 
any individual, form, associa­ 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
corporation, trust or any other 
legal entity commencing pro­ 
ceedings to effect a subdivision 
or other division or utilization 
of land which is subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
2.21 SUBDIVISION shall mean 
any unit or contiguous units of 
real property, or portion there­ 
of, which is divided, assigned 
or allocated by any method by 
any subdivider for any purpose, 
whether immediate or future, 
into five or more parcels or 
entitles of usage, except as oth­ 
erwise provided herein, 
2.21 (a) Subdivision shall in­ 
clude a condominium project, 
as defined in Civil Code Sec­ 
tion 1350, containing five or 
more condominiums, as defined 
in Civil Code Section 783, and 
a comm unity apartment project, 
as defined in Business and Pro­ 
fessions Code Section 11004, 
containing five or more parcels. 
2.21 (b) Subdivision shall not 
Include any “ Parcel Division” 
or “ Minor Division” , as de­ 
fined herein, or either of the 
following: 
(1) Any parcel or parcels of 
land divided into lots or par- 
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cels, each of a gross area 
of 160 acres (or a quarter 
section) or more, which di­ 
vision shall not constitute a 
subdivision, parcel division 
or minor division. 
(2) Any land dedicated for 
cem etery purposes under the 
Health and Safety Code of the 
State of California. 
2.22 PARCEL DIVISION shall 
mean the division of any real 
property, 
improved 
or 
un­ 
improved, or a portion thereof, 
which is divided for the pur­ 
pose of sale, lease, financing, 
or utilization, whether imme­ 
diate or future, into five or 
more parcels, and in which the 
Planning Commission finds in 
its consideration of the tenta­ 
tive map that the proposed di­ 
vision 
conforms 
to 
adopted 
Plans, standards and provisions 
of law, and that one of the fol­ 
lowing sets of conditions pre­ 
vails; 
2.22 (a) A whole parcel before 
division contains less than five 
acres, each parcel created by 
the division abuts upon a public 
street or highway, and no dedi­ 
cations 
or improvements are 
required by the Planning Com­ 
m ission. 
2.22 (b) The division consists 
of parcels each of a gross area 
of five acres or more, and each 
of which has an access to a 
maintained 
public 
street or 
highway, which access is ap­ 
proved by the Planning Com­ 
mission. 
2.22 (c) The parcel or parcels 
of land included in the tentative 
map have access to a public 
street or highway, they com­ 
prise part erf a tract of land 
zoned for industrial develop­ 
ment, and the map receives ap­ 
proval of the Planning Commis­ 
sion as to access, street align­ 
ment and widths and other im­ 
provements. 
2.22 (d) The division consists 
of parcels each of gross area 
of between 40 acres and 160 
acres (or 1/4 section). 
2.23 MINOR DIVISION shall 
mean any division into fewer 
than five parcels, each of which 
has an area of less than 160 
acres (or 1/4 section). 
2.24 ROAD shall mean a way 
for vehicular traffic, whether 
designated as a street, high­ 
way, thoroughfare, road, ave­ 
nue, boulevard, 
lane, 
place, 
court, 
circle, 
drive 
or way 
which has been dedicated for 
public use and accepted by the 
County, or has been laid out and 
constructed as a County road by 
the County, or has been made 
a public road pursuant to law. 
It includes public roads con­ 
structed by Federal and State 
agencies, but not private roads 
or private alleys. 
2.25 PRIVATE 
ROAD 
shall 
mean a way for vehicular traf­ 
fic, however designated, which 
is not designed or intended to 
be accepted by the County, and 
for which any offer of dedica­ 
tion or other offer for accept­ 
ance by the County shall be 
rejected until such time as 
specified conditions for future 
acceptance have been fully com - 
plied with. 
2.26 GENERAL PLAN shall 
mean any element thereof as set 
forth in the Planning and Zon­ 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Gov­ 
ernment Code of the State of 
California. 
2.27 SPECIFIC PLAN 
shall 
mean any unit thereof as set 
forth in the Planning and Zon­ 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Govern­ 
ment Code of the State of Cal- 
fornia. 
2.28 ENGINEER shall mean a 
Civil Engineer competent to 
practice Civil Engineering as 
defined in Section 6731 and 
registered under the provisions 
of the Business and Professions 
Code of the State of California, 
retained 
by 
the 
Subdivider, 
Owner, Developer or Contract­ 
or to provide civil engineering 
services. 
2.29 SOIL 
ENGINEER shall 
mean a Civil Engineer register­ 
ed in the State of California 
with 
a 
specialty 
and 
ex­ 
perience in the Investigation 
and analysis of soils. 
2.30 SURVEYOR shall mean a 
Land Surveyor licensed under 
the Land Surveyors’ Act of the 
State of California or a Civil 
Engineer registered in the State 
of California retained by the 
Subdivider, Owner, Developer 
or Contractor to provide land 
surveying services. 
SECTION 3. GENERAL PRO­ 
CEDURES FOR LAND DIVISION 
3.01 Any action to divide any 
land in the unincorporated te r­ 
ritory of Tehama County into 
two or more parcels, any one 
of which will contain less than 
160 acres (or 1/4 section), shall 
hereafter be subject to the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, and

(Sec. 4.12). 
3.03 (b) Processing and ap­ 
proval of

Tentative 
Map, 
(Sec. 4.13). 
3.03 (c) Processing and filing 
for record 
of 
a Parcel Map,

3.04 A MINOR DIVISION, as 
defined herein, shall require:

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SECTION 4. SPECIFIC 
PRO­ 
CEDURES FOR LAND DIVISION 
4.01 SUBDIVISIONS. The fol­ 
lowing procedures shall be fol­ 
lowed for divisions of land which 
constitute subdi vis ions, as de­ 
fined herein. 
4.02 Prelim inary Map, Form 
Content 
4.02 (a) A preliminary map 
shall be prepared for the total 
area of any proposed subdivi­ 
sion, except that the Commit­ 
tee may waive this requirement 
for subdivisions of less than 80 
acres and/or those to be devel­ 
oped and recorded in one unit. 
4.02 (b) Such proposed divi­ 
sion shall first be discussed 
with

4.03 (a) A preliminary map, 
when in form acceptable to the 
Technical Advisory Committee, 
shall be submitted to the Com­ 
mittee for action, and within 15 
days thereafter said Committee 
shall meet to consider the map. 
Within 21 days thereafter the 
Committee shall prepare a re ­ 
port on the map and transm it 
copies to the subdivider and 
the Planning Commission. 
4.03 (b) At the meeting fol­ 
lowing receipt of the report, the 
Planning 
Commission 
shall 
consider the map and enter into 
the minutes its comments and 
suggestions with respect there­ 
to, which action shall consti­ 
tute guidance for the subdivider 
in the preparation of a tentative 
map. If the Preliminary Map is 
acceptable, the Planning Com­ 
mission shall then authorize 
the preparation of the tentative 
map. 
4.03 (c) The Technical Ad­ 
visory Committee, subject to 
all other provisions hereof, may 
accept a tentative map as a pre­ 
liminary map, or aprellm inary 
map as a tentative map. 
4.04 Tentative Map, Form and 
Content 
4.04 (a) Tentative maps shall 
be either eighteen by twenty-six 
inches or twenty-four by thirty- 
six inches in size and to scale 
of not less than one inch equals 
one hundred feet, unless other­ 
wise approved by the Technical 
Advisory Committee if an al­ 
ternate size or scale will permit 
presentation of map data of ac­ 
ceptable 
completeness 
and 
clarity. 
4.04 (b) The following infor­ 
mation shall be shown on each 
tentative map, except for any 
such 
information which the 
Committee determines is not 
necessary to be shown on any 
particular tentative map: 
(1) A site location sketch in­ 
dicating 
the location of the 
property to be divided in re ­ 
lation to the surrounding area 
or region. 
(2) A tract number issued by 
the County Surveyor, date, north 
arrow, scale and sufficient de­ 
scription to define the location 
and boundaries of the proposed 
tract. 
(3) Name and address of rec­ 
ord owner or owners of the 
property to be divided, and their 
signed statement of consent to 
the preparation of the map. 
(4) Name and address of the 
subdivider. 


(5) Name, business address 
and number of the registered 
civil engineer or licensed s u r­ 
veyor, who prepared the map. 
(6) The locations, names or 
other approved identification, 
widths, approximate grade and 
curve radii of all reads, streets, 
highways and ways within the 
property and along the boundar­ 
ies thereof. 
(7) Contour lines having the 
following intervals; Two feet for 
ground slopes between level and 
5%, and 5 feet for ground slopes 
exceeding 5%. 
(8) The location, character, 
and identification of all ex­ 
isting and 
proposed public 
utility facilities on the property 
or 
on 
adjoining properties 
and on contiguous highways and 
roads and approximate widths, 
location and identification of all 
existing 
or 
proposed ease­ 
ments, and proposed building 
setback lines. 
(9) Approximate lot lay-out 
and approximate dimensions of 
each lot. Each lot shall be num­ 
bered. 
(10) Preliminary cut and fill 
slope areas. 
(11) The outline of any exist­ 
ing buildings, identification of 
those to remain in place, and 
their locations in relation to ex­ 
isting or proposed streets, lot 
lines and building setback lines. 


(12) Approximate location and 
species of trees or groups of 
trees on the property, and gen­ 
eral identification of those tobe 
removed. 
(13) Approximate location of 
existing and proposed water 
control features and bodies of 
water, all areas which are sub­ 
ject to inundation or storm wat­ 
er overflow and the location, 
width, and direction of flow of 
all water courses. 
(14) Approximate locations of 
existing wells, springs and sew­ 
age disposal systems, and of 
test 
wells, 
percolation test 
holes and staked or flagged 
reference points for use by ap­ 
propriate public agencies for 
field check purposes. 
(15) The location, identifica­ 
tion and description of known 
or found survey monuments on 
or adjacent to the sites. 
4.04 (c) The following state­ 
ments shall either appear on the 
tentative map or shall be sub­ 
mitted in written form with the 
map, except for any of such 
items which the Committee de­ 
termines are not necessary to 
be filed with any particular ten­ 
tative map: 
(1) Existing use or uses of 
the property. 
(2) Proposed use of the prop­ 
erty. If the property is pro­ 
posed to be used for more than 
one purpose, the area, lots or 
lot proposed for each type of 
use shall be described in a 
statement and shown on the 
tentative map. 
(3) Descriptive information on 
the following: 
a. Proposed drainage chan­ 
nel changes and flood control 
m easures. 
b. Proposed domestic water 
supply and sewage disposal sys­ 
tem s. 
c. Proposed street, surface 
drainage, grading, fire protect­ 
ion and other Improvements, 
and estimated construction time 
schedule. 
d. Proposed utility service 
for electrical, gas and commu­ 
nication systems, including the 
name and address of serving 
utility company or agency. 
4.04 (d) The following docu­ 
ments shall be submitted with 
each tentative map, except for 
any of such items which the 
Committee determines are not 
necessary to be filed with any 
particular tentative map: 
(1) A copy of any condition 
or any restrictive reservations 
or covenants, existing or pro­ 
posed. 
(2) A letter setting forth and 
describing the reasons for any 
requested exceptions to pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, and 
for any requested rezoning, use 
perm it or zoning variance which 
may 
be necessary to permit 
proposed uses of land and struc - 
tures. 
(3) Either a statement by a 
Registered Civil Engineer as 
to the feasibility of the pro­ 
posed land development in re ­ 
lation to the geologic and soil 
characteristics, or a prelim in­ 
ary geologic and soil report 
based upon adequate test bor­ 
ings or excavations. 
4.04 (e) The County Engineer 
may, on the basis of such state­ 
ment or preliminary geologic 
and soil report, require a soil 
investigation of any or all lots; 
or he may, on the basis of such 
statement 
waive the require­ 
ment for a preliminary geolo­ 
gic and soil report and/or soil 
investigation when, based on 
knowledge of the quality of soils 
on the site, he determines that 
no such report or Investigation 
is necessary. 
4.05 Tentative Map, Filing and 
Processing 
4.05 (a) Fifteen prints and one 
reproducible copy of the tenta­ 


tive map of a proposed subdivi­ 
sion and of the subdivider's 
statement shall be submitted to 
the County Planner, together 
with 
required documents and 
filing fee, at least twenty days 
prior to the date of the Plan­ 
ning Commission meeting at 
which action thereon is desired. 
4.05 (b) Upon the submittal of 
such a tentative map and ac­ 
companying 
documents, 
the 
County Planner shall either di­ 
rect the transm ittal of, or shall 
transm it copies of the map and 
related documents to the County 
Health Department, the County 
Engineer and to all such govern­ 
mental, public utility and other 
agencies, as he determ ines do 
or may have an interest therein. 
4.05 (c) Each department, of­ 
ficial or agency receiving such a 
tentative map and related docu­ 
ments shall, within ten days of 
receipt, 
report 
in writing 
through the Committee to the 
Planning Commission stating 
whether or not the map and doc­ 
uments are in conformity with 
the standards and regulations 
of this Ordinance and other ap­ 
plicable provisions of law and 
with the standards and require­ 
ments of any such agency, or 
what measures will be neces­ 
sary to accomplish such con­ 
formity. A copy of each such 
written report shall be mailed 
or otherwise delivered to the 
subdivider prior to Planning 
Commission action on the tenta­ 
tive map. 
4.05 (d) Upon submittal of a 
tentative map, the County Plan­ 
ner shall review the map and the 
statem ents and documents sub­ 
mitted with it and within five 
days shall call a meeting of the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
to discuss the proposed sub­ 
division with the subdivider and 
to indicate any actions neces­ 
sary to make the map accept­ 
able for filing, or to accept the 
map as being officially filed.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH­

The Board oí Supervisors of 
the County of Tehama, Stats of 
California, do ordain as fol­ 
lows: 
SECTION I. PURPOSE AND

cedures for the subdivision and 
other specified types of división

County, as authorized and di­

three primary classifications,

1.05 The repeal of such ordi­ 
nances shall not

nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder, or any pre­ 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions to approval.

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Efforts Should Be Speeded 


Word that the Federal Aviation Administration is considering 


various means of combating airplane hijackers is welcome news, 
though it is plain that a solution may be difficult to find. 


There has been no lack of suggestions. Some have proposed 


searching all airlines passengers, but that is clearly out of the 
question. Others suggest requiringpassengers to pass by machines 
that would detect metal. The trouble with this is that all sorts of 
metal objects besides pistols or other weapons might touch off the 
alarm, to general embarrassment. 


The idea of enacting stern law appeals to some. But there is al- 


ready on the books a federal law which makes it a capital offense 
to hijack an airliner. The question is: Could there be anything 
sterner than that? 


The nK'st promising idea heard thus far has come from Rep. 


Paul. G. Rogers of Florida, who has taken a strong interest in 
this matter. His proposal was that "freedom flights" bringing 
Cuban refugees to the United States should offer free space to any- 
one wanting to go from here to Cuba. This, as Rogers notes, would 
"undercut the reason" for the hijackings. But here, again, there 
is a practical difficulty: though our government has okayed the 
plan, Cuba has not. 


Havana should be pressed for cooperation. Meanwhile, let us 


hope that the Federal Aviation Administration speeds its efforts 
to find effective means of heading off such acts of modern day 
piracy before some tragedy occurs.

New York. 


In 1899, the United States, 


Switzerland and France recog» 
nized the Republic of Brazil. 


In 1929, U. S. Navy Lt. Cmdr. 


Richard E. Byrd radioed that he 
had made the first flight over 
the South Pole. 


In 1943, during World War H, 


the Nazis arrested 1,200 stu- 
dents and professors at Oslo 
University in Norway. 


In 1945, the monarchy was 


abolished 
in Yugoslavia and 


King Peter n was deprived of 
all his vested rights. 


Ten years ago—Vice Presi- 


dent Richard M. Nixon returned 
from a four-day visit to Britain 
and predicted that the North At- 
lantic 
alliance 
would be 


strengthened by the Berlin cri- 
sis at that time. 


Five years ago—President 


Johnson appointed a seven-man 
commission under Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren to investigate 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Some Interesting 
Comparisons 


A New York restaurant has 
celebrated its 100 years of 
operation by serving meals for 
one day at their 1868 prices. 
Here is the 100-year-old price 
list; 
Corned beef and cabbage, 4 
cents; veal cutlet, 5 cents; beef 
steak, 4 cents; roast chicken, 
10 cents; pie, 2 cents; coffee, 
1 cent. 
During its one-day centennial 
observance, the restaurant lost 
$5,000 for one very obvious 
reason. The meal that cost 
12 cents a hundred years ago 
is now $9.50. Another indication 
of the decline in the value of the 
dollar is the current "living 
wage'1 which is estimated at 
about $125 per week for an 
average American family. In 
1904,, a Committee of the Chi- 
cago Bureau of Charities agreed 
that no family could live com- 
fortably on less than one dol- 
lar a week per capita. 
While the foregoing statistics 
may appear irrelevant today, 
they do serve to illustrate a 
fact about the U. S. economic 
system — that in spite of in- 
flation, living standards have 
risen uninterruptedly year af- 
ter year as a result of increas- 
ing productivity. The rise of 
mass production and mass dis- 
tribution in a free competitive 
market have been the major 
contributing factors in preser- 
ving the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
Many years ago, the nation's 
more progressive 
retailers, 


notably the chain stores, intro- 
duced the merchandising philo- 
sophy of moving the greatest 
possible volume of goods 
at 


minimum prices. This philo- 
sophy Is basic to the merchan- 
dising system today. It has 
been a logical development of 
the freo market. Our competi- 
tive mass distribution system 
Is the surest guarantee that 
consumers will continue to en- 
joy maximum benefits of high 
productivity.

DE GAULLE AND THE SPECU- 
LATORS 


Really, de Gaulle is some, 


thing, and we shall nVss him 
when he is gone, which this 
time may be imminent. He is 
likely to drown, even as King 
Canute would have done if he 
had staged his 
sea-stopping 


operation other than to show 
his servile court precisely that 
he could not control the in- 
coming tide. De Gaulle on the 
contrary asserts that he can 
control it, and the likelihood is 
that he cannot, although he 
gains, as usual, the advantage 
over what is natural by his 
sheer audacity. 
It is as if 


Monaco had given an ultimatum 
to the Soviet Union. Under the 
circumstances, for a little 
while, the Soviet Union would 
simoly not know what to do. 


That is the situation as the 


banks open. It may be that by 
the 
time 
these words are 


printed, de Gaulle will be re- 
pudiated by the only totally 
honest forces around, which 
are: The Speculators. 


Granted that the governments 


of Western Europe and the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
can intercede and save the 
franc, and may proceed to do so. 
It is in everyone's general in- 
terest that France should be 
stable. But nations tend to judge 
vast eleemosynary movements 
with some specific reference to 
their own interests which must 
be judged as of primary con- 
cern. It would be nice if France 
did not have to de-value. 


On the other hand, how heavy 


a price are we willing to pay 
to avoid 
that economic dis- 


location? 
And how heavy a 


price is England prepared to 
pay, 
improverished England 


whose pound sterling was ruth, 
lessly de-valued only a year 
ago, while across the Channel, 
the snooty General was denying 
England entrance into the Com. 
mon Market where the pound 
might have received massive 
transfusions? 


The key element is, then, 


precisely those speculators we 
read about. Because depending 
on their reading of the strate- 
gic situation, they are going to 
decide what is the price France 
and France's friends will have 
to pay in order to stabilize 
the franc. If they set that price 
too high, by continuing to sell 
the francs and to draw their 
investments out of France, then 
France's reserves will quickly 
dissipate, and fresh reserves 


will not come in. 
Then the 


franc will come down and al- 
most surely, with it, the proud 
general—who would not likely 
survive both the austerity he 
has invoked, and the failure 
of the objective in behalf of 
which it was invoked. 


The speculators. Whenever 


the word is used, the user 
visualizes sinful, greedy little 
men who profiler from human 
distress. It is appropriate to 
explain that the speculators per. 
form a vital economic function. 
It is they and they alone who 
signal to a society that it is 
engaging in pursuits whose stra. 
tegic consequences are danger, 
ous. 


The speculators exist in the 


money market because we all 
pledged, back in 1944, to fix 
exchange rates based on the 
price of the dollar, and to hold 
these rates down to within one 
per 
cent's variation. When 


there is imbalance over a long 
period in trade accounts it is 
obvious that the importing coun- 
try's currency is belngweaken. 
ed, and to be angry at the 
speculator for selling that cur. 
rency is approximately the 
equivalent of getting mad at a 
bank president who refuses to 
lend any more of his depositors' 
money to a client whose debts 
are rising and whose income is 
diminishing. 


I heard it estimated by an 


economist the other day that 
whereas at the time of the 
Bretton Woods conference 95 
per cent of the country ^econo- 
mists favored fixed exchange 
rates, now, thanks substantially 
to the scholarly research of 
Professor 
Milton Friedman, 


plus also to the regular harrow- 
ing international money crises, 
95 per cent of the nations'econo- 
mist endorse what Professor 
George Stigler terms "the ele- 
gant 
alternative 
of free ex- 


change rates." 


It is sobering to reflect that 


if we had had flexible exchange 
rates, changing day to day ao 
cording to the dictates of the 
market place, the crisis of this 
last weekend, whose political 
overtones are as vast as the end 
of de Gaulle and a return of 
Franco-German hostility, might 
not have taken place. Suggest- 
ing what a lot of people have 
supposed right along, which is 
that the economic free market 
often overrules the political 
market: a moral not unrelated 
to King Canute's.

WASHINGTON —It may sur- 
prise the wives of certain 
American ambassadors living 
abroad, but Richard Nixon has 
now gone in for art. 
Forty-eight 
hours 
after he 


was elected President, he ask- 
ed that the National Collection 
of Fine Arts decorate his tem- 
porary offices in Washington 
with moaarn American paint- 
ings. 


President Johnson has allocat- 


ed a suite of offices in the 
building known as FOB 7, anew 
red brick structure behind the 
Court of Claims, next to the old 
Decatur House and just around 
the corner 
from Lafayette 


Square. There President-elect 
Nixon found 10landscapes ready 
and waiting for him after he 
lunched with LBJ on Tuesday. 
Reason why American diplo- 
matic wives will be surprised 
is that Nixon has made caustic 
comment regarding paintings 
in American ambassies abroad. 
Traveling through Europe early 
this year, he approached one 
ambassador's 
wife 
with the 


comment: "Honey, where did 
you get that crap?" 
The ambassadress had col- 
lected American modernistic 
paintings at some trouble, and 
the local population had been 
strong in their praise of the 
embassy's art collection. 
Donald 1. McClelland of the 


National Collection of Fine Arts 
was careful in gathering the 
paintings for Nixon's office not 
to be too controversial. Though 
he had not heard of Nixon's 
brusque comment about art in 
American embassies abroad, he 
had the idea that the 10 pic- 
tures for Nixon should be very 
American. Perhaps he remem- 
bered that Nixon had once been 
a member of the House Un- 
American 
Activities 
Com- 


mittee. 


"What I've collected are chief- 


ly landscapes,'' Mr. McClel- 
land 
explained, 
"painted by 


American artists from all walks 
of life. 
"There is one by a Negro, one 


by aRussian-Arnerican, and one 
by a Japanese-American. 


"There is a typical American 


Soviet flags burn in Prague, Czechoslovakia. So apparently, 


does the spirit of freedom. 


The transfer of power in Washington is expected to be quiet. 


Except, of course, for an occasional groan among the Democrats. 
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scene, 'The Road to Santa Fe' 
by John Marln," Mr. McClel- 
land went on. "There is also 
one by Jacques Hnlzdovsky, a 
Russian-American artist, call- 
ed 'Winter Landscape.'TheNe- 
gro painter is William H.John- 
son, and we have his 'Mar- 
rakesh' in the collection for the 
President-elect. 
"The 
Japanese - American 


painter Is Ansel Uchima, and I 
have his woodcut called "Win- 
ter Vista' for the President- 
elect's office." 
The only thing McClelland has 
selected which might approach 
what Nixon called the "crap" 
In American embassies is a 
semi-realist drawing byThom- 
as George. 
"They are good solid Amer- 
ican painters," reassured Mr. 
McClelland. 
Nixon's request for pictures 
arrived on Friday, November 
8, and was filled by the Na- 
tional Collection of Fine Arts 
the next day. 


He has given tacit approval 


to the new collection of art for 
his temporary offices in Wash- 
llngton. Some diplomats who 
have noted Nixon's reaction to 
art in American embassies a- 
broad are worried. 


TEDDY VS. MUSKIE 


It looks as if Sen. Teddy Ken- 
nedy has already started run- 
ning for President. As early as 
Wednesday morning, Nov. 6, 
when most politicians were try- 
ing to get some sleep, Teddy 
was on the long-distance tele- 
phone congratulating various 
key Congressmen on their re- 
election. 
Some of them had been up all 
night and had gone to bed. Ted- 
dy was not Inconsiderate. He 
did not wake them up. If they 
were asleep, he sent telegrams. 
For the most part Sen. Kennedy 
picked out young Democratic 
liberals who carry weight in 
their own states, such as Jim 
G o r m a n , Don Edwards and 
Richard Hanna, all of Califor- 
nia; John Culver of Iowa; Lee 
Hamilton 
of Indiana, Brock 


Adams of Washington, William 
Hathaway of Maine, Jonathan 
Bingham and Richard Ottinger 
of New York. 
To John Brademas of South 
Bend, Ind., an older Congress- 
man, 
T e d d y sent this wire; 


"Wish to be one of the first to 
congratulate you on what I know 
will be a great victory today. 
You have waged a splended 
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campaign, and I was proud to 
have been able to play a small 
part In your effort. I look for- 
ward to serving with you in the 
91st Congress." 
Other messages were simi- 
lar. 
What the Teddy Kennedy ac- 
tivity means is that there may 
be a knockdown, drag-out bat- 
tle between bins and another 
New Englander, Sen. Ed Muskie 
of Maine. 
Muskie came out of the recent 
election 
campaign 
perhaps 


looking better than some other 
candidates. He was a definite 
political find and a tribute to 
Vice 
President 
Humphrey's 


good judgment in picking him. 
It was Humphrey who singled 
him out from all other members 
of the Senate. 
Normally, Muskie 
would be 


the heir apparent to become a 
candidate in 1972, first because 
of the excellent impression he 
made, and second as a reward 
for arduous campaigning. How- 
ever, if Teddy Kennedy chal- 
lenges him, as now seems like- 
ly, the Democratic party maybe 
split wide open again in a race 
between two New Englanders, 
two Catholics, and two men who 
are the son and great-grand- 
son of immigrants. 


NIXON BLITZ 
The Johnson administration 
has been so anxious to cooper- 
ate with the new President- 
elect 
that 
24-hour 
notice 


was given to vacate 11 rooms 
on the first floor of the State 
Department to make room for 
Nixonites who would move in 
to take over foreign affairs iii 
January. 


Some of the rooms were then 
unoccupied, but four were oc- 
cupied by high-up State Depart- 
ment officials. On Thursday, 
Nov. 7, they were told to be 
out by 9 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. They moved into cubbyhole 
offices that afternoon. 
At 9 Friday morning, the paint- 
ers arrived to repaint the 17 
Nixon rooms. They kept working 
over the weekend. Painters nor- 
mally receive double time pay 
for weekend work, but a State 
Department spokesman claim- 
ed this was not the case for this 
particular weekend job for Nix- 
on. New draperies ar? also 
being installed. 
Despite the rush job, only a 
handful of the rooms have been 
occupied as of this writing.

4.09 (i) The boundary of the 
tract shall be designated by a 
l/16th inch border of trans­ 
parent Prussian blue color ap­ 
plied on the reverse side of the 
tracing and inside the boundary 
line. Such border shall not 
obliterate figures or other da­ 
ta.4.09 (j) Block 
designations 
shall not be used, and lots shall 
be numbered consecutively 
throughout the subdivision, with 
no omissions or duplications. 
4.09 (k) The total width of all 
road rights of way shall be 
shown, as well as the widths of 
rights of way for flood control 
or drainage channels, and any 
other rights of way. 
4.09 (1) The map shall show 
all easements of record and 
easements to be recorded. If 
any easement is not definitely 
located of record, a statement 
of such easement must appear 
on the title sheet. Easements 
for storm drains, sewers, pub­ 
lic utilities and other purposes 
shall be clearly defined. Dis­ 
tances and bearings on the side 
lines of lots which are cut by 
an easement must be so shown 
that the map will indicate clear­ 
ly the actual length of the lot 
lines. The width of the ease­ 
ment and the lengths and bear­ 
ings of the lines thereof and 
sufficient ties thereto to def­ 
initely locate the easement with 
respect to the subdivision must 
be shown. 
4.09 (m) In order to avoid 
duplication, names to be used 
for new streets shall be sub­ 
ject to the approval of the 
County Planning Commission. 
If any designations be num­ 
bers, they shall be spelled out 
completely, using hyphens in 
such forms as 4 'Twenty-third 
Street". The word "Avenue”, 
"Boulevard", "Place”, 
etc. 
shall be spelled out in full. 
Names of newly dedicated por­ 
tions of streets shall be shown 
in or arrowed to the dedicated 
portion. 
4.10 Final Subdivision Map; 
Filing, Processing, Recording 
4.10 (a) When the County Sur­ 
veyor finds that all require­ 
ments for submittal of a final 
subdivision map have been com - 
plied with, he shall date and 
sign his file copy to that effect, 
and notify the subdivider and/or 
his engineer and the Technical 
Advisory Committee that the 
map has been filed. Within five 
days of the date of filing the 
Committee may meet to review 
the map and submit comments 
thereon to the County Surveyor. 
4.10 (b) Within twenty days of 
the date of filing, and when the 
map is complete and in order, 
the County Surveyor shall sign 
the County Surveyors certifi­ 
cate on the original tracing 
thereof and submit it, and all 
related bond and agreement 
forms and other documents, to 
the Board of Sig>ervisors for 
action. 
4.10 (c) Following approval of 
the map and related documents 
by the Board of Supervisors, 
the County Surveyor shall sub­ 
mit the map to the County Re­ 
corder for recording. 
4.11 PARCEL DIVISIONS 
The following procedures 
shall be followed for divisions 
of lands which constitute parcel 
division, as defined herein: 
4.12 Preliminary Map; Form, 
Content, Processing 
4.12 (a) No preliminary map 
shall be required for a pro­ 
posed parcel division unless the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
finds that the proposed division 
is of size and complexity to re­ 
quire processing of a prelimin­ 
ary map in the public interest. 
4.12 (b) In cases where a pre­ 
liminary map is required, it 
shall be prepared and process­ 
ed in the same manner as is 
specified herein for prelimin­ 
ary subdivision maps, sections 
4.02 and 4.03, except that the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
may waive any of the provisions 
of said sections as it may deem 
appropriate and reasonable. 
4.13 Tentative Map; Form, 
Content, Processing 
4.13 (a) The tentative map of 
a proposed parcel division shall 
be prepared, submitted and pro­ 
cessed in the same manner as is 
specified herein for tentative 
subdivision maps, section 4.04, 
4.05, 4.06, and 4.07, except that 
the Technical Advisory Com­ 
mittee may waive any of the 
provisions of said sections as it 
may deem appropriate and rea­ 
sonable. 
4.14 Parcel Map, Submittal 
14 (a) Within one year after 
Commission approval 
the tentative map of a parcel 
vision, a Parcel Map shall be 
ubmitted to the County Survey­ 
or for checking and processing. 
.14 (b) Upon written applies - 
within one year oí date of 
proval of the tentative map, 
extension of time for filing 
not to exceed one year may 
granted by the Planning Com - 
¿slon. 
,14 (c) The following shall 


be submitted together with the 
Parcel Map.

(3) Traverse and computa­ 
tion sheets and such other data 
as the County Surveyor may re­ 
quire to ensure accuracy of sur­ 
vey data and map, and com­ 
pliance with provisions of law. 
(4) All such deeds, offers of 
dedication and easement agree­ 
ments for sites, streets and 
other purposes as were re­ 
quired in the action of approval 
of the tentative map, and any 
required bonds and agreement 
forms. 
4.15 Parcel Map, Form and 
Content 
4.15 (a) A parcel map shall be 
prepared by a registered civil 
engineer or licensed land sur­ 
veyor, and shall comply with all 
provisions of this Ordinance, 
the Subdivision Map Act and 
other provisions of law. 
4.15 (b) The parcel map shall 
conform to all of the following 
provisions*. 
(1) It shall be clearly and 
legibly drawn in black water­ 
proof India ink upon good qual­ 
ity tracing cloth or other ma­ 
terial approved by the County 
Recorder. 
(2) The size of each sheet 
shall be 18 x 26 inches. A mar­ 
ginal line shall be drawn com • 
pletely around each sheet, leav­ 
ing an entirely blank margin of 
one inch. The scale of the map 
shall be one inch equals one 
hundred feet, or otherwise large 
enough to show all details clear­ 
ly, and enough sheets shall be 
used to accomplish this end. 
The particular number of the 
sheet and the total number of 
sheets comprising the map shall 
be stated on each of the sheets. 
The boundary of the tract shall 
be designated by a l/16th inch 
border of transparent Prussian 
blue color applied to the re­ 
verse side of the tracing and 
inside the boundary line. Such 
border shall not obliterate fig­ 
ures or other data. 
(3) The map shall show all 
such engineering and other 
data as is necessary to fully 
conform with the approved ten­ 
tative map and any conditions 
to such approval, and reference 
to all such deeds or offers 
of 
dedications 
for 
sites, 
streets, easements and other 
such purposes as were requir­ 
ed in the action of approval of 
the tentative map. 
(4) The map shall show pre­ 
cise distances and bearings, 
ties to corners and/or points 
of record and references there­ 
to, sources of map and survey 
data, and other such engineer­ 
ing detail as may be required 
by the County Surveyor. Each 
lot and parcel shall be num­ 
bered, or otherwise identified. 
(5) The following certificates 
shall appear on parcel maps in 
the form prescribed in the Sub­

4.16 (a) Within 20 days after 
receiving the parcel map, or 
within such additional time as 
may be reasonably necessary, 
the County Surveyor shall de­ 
termine whether the map is in 
proper form and that all condi­ 
tions of tentative map approval 
and provisions of law have been 
complied with, and he shall 
examine it for survey informa­ 
tion and other required infor­ 
mation shown thereon. 
4.16 (b) When he is satisfied 
that the map is technically cor­ 
rect, and in compliance with 
the provisions of this Ordi­ 
nance and other provisions of 
law, the County Surveyor shall 
sign the County Surveyors cer­ 
tificate on the original map 
tracing and submit it to the 
County Recorder for filing. 
4.17 Parcel Map, Filing With

When any parcel map is pre­ 
sented to the County Recorder 
and is accepted by him, he shall 
so certify on the face thereof 
and shall fasten the same se­ 
curely in a book of parcel maps 
which he shall keep in his office.

be waived by the Committee in 
the case of a minor property 
line adjustment which will not 
create a new building lot or de­ 
velopment site, and which will 
not create a parcel in conflict 
with the Land Division Stan­ 
dards, Zoning Regulations or 
other provisions of law. 
4.19 (b) A division into three 
or four parcels shall require 
the filing of a Minor Division 
Tentative Map and a Parcel 
Map. 
4.20 Minor Division, Map 
Requirements 
4.20 (a) Five prints and one 
reproducible copy of the minor 
division tentative map shall be 
submitted to the County Plan­ 
ner. 
4.. - (b) The 
map shall be 
drawn to scale, and shall show 
distances and bearings, date, 
north arrow and scale, names 
and addresses of property own­ 
er and person who prepared 
map, parcels proposed to be 
created, names of adjoining 
streets and clear indication of 
property location by ties to 
two or more points of record. 
4.20 (c) Map may be drawn 
from existing records or from 
field survey. Source of map­ 
ping data shall be noted on map. 
4.20 (d) Within 21 days from 
date of submittal the Technical 
Advisory Committee shall eith­ 
er approve, conditionally ap­ 
prove, or disapprove the map. 
Such action shall be based on 
findings as to conformity with 
General Plan, Specific Plan, 
Zoning and Land Division Or­ 
dinances and other applicable 
standards and provisions of 
law. Requirements shall be 
no more restrictive than those 
for a subdivision, and failure 
to act within 21 days shall con­ 
stitute approval of the map. 
4.20 (e) In the case of a divi­ 
sion into two parcels, no furth­ 
er action is required, unless the 
recording of a Record Survey 
is required by the County Sur­ 
veyor. 
4.20 (f) In the case of a divi­ 
sion into three or four par­ 
cels, a parcel map must be fil­ 
ed with the County Surveyor, 
as otherwise provided herein, 
Sections 4.14 through 4.17. 
SECTION 5. GENERAL REGU­ 
LATIONS AND PROVISIONS 
5.01 All subdivisions and oth­ 
er divisions of land which are 
subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance shall conform to 
the following regulations and 
shall be subject to the follow­ 
ing provisions; 
5.01 (a) The Regulations, 
Standards and Procedures pro­ 
vided herein shall be construed 
to be the minimum necessary 
to promote and protect the pub­ 
lic health, safety and general 
welfare, and they may be made 
more restrictive in cases where 
the Planning Commission finds 
such action is necessary to pro­ 
tect the public interest and to 
ensure sound planning stand­ 
ards and, on the advice of the 
County Engineer, to ensure 
sound engineering standards. 
5.01 (b) The Land Division 
Standards shall contain stand­ 
ards for street and lot design, 
for road widths, grades and cur­ 
ves, for sewerage, water sup­ 
ply and fire protection, for all 
improvements to be installed, 
Including Public Utilities, for 
office and field checking of 
maps and survey data, for con­ 
struction 
inspections, 
for 
checking and matters as may 
be included therein by resolu­ 
tion of the Board of Supervis­ 
or s. 
5.01 (c) The Planning Com­ 
mission may require that a sub - 
divider 
provide such docu­ 
ments, Including but not re­ 
stricted to deeds, dedications, 
grants, restrictions, ease­ 
ments and rights of way, as it 
deems necessary to effect a 
sound and proper plan for land 
division. 
5.01 (d) The Planning Com­ 
mission may require a request 
for change of zoning to en­ 
sure compatibility of plans and 
regulations. 
5.01 (e) The Planning Com­ 
mission may require the instal­ 
lation of appropriate and nec­ 
essary public utility facilities, 
including underground installa­ 
tion of power, telephone and 
other utilities when it finds 
such installations reasonable 
and 
economically 
feasible, 
compatible with adopted utility 
undergrounding plans, required 
by other regulations or neces­ 
sary for conformity with area 
characteristics and standards. 
5.01 (f) The Planning Com­ 
mission may permit private 
roads in land divisions which 
are subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance in cases where 
the Technical Advisory Com­ 
mittee finds and report» that 


such roads provide local ac­ 
cess to parcels to be created, 
and do not constitute elements 
of arterial or collector road 
systems necessary to serve 
areas beyond the bounds of the 
land division site. Land divi­ 
sions in which private roads 
are permitted shall be subject 
to all provisions of this ordi­ 
nance 
except 
as otherwise 
or as additionally provided be­ 
low in this subsection: 
(1) Private roads shall be 
constructed in conformity with 
Land Division Standards. 
(2) Provisions 
for main­ 
tenance of private roads shall 
be required by the Planning 
Commission, and bonds or oth­ 
er guarantees of compliance 
with such provisions may be re­ 
quired. 
5.01 (g) The Planning Com­ 
mission may approve land divi­ 
sion plans which Include the 
clustering of development sites 
in combination with the preser­ 
vation of open space, and plans 
which Include airports, golf 
courses and other types of rec­ 
reational facilities and other 
such special features intended 
for the common usage of owners 
and 
guests, 
provided that 
such features are in conformity 
with zoning and other provisions 
of law. In such cases; 
(1) The Planning Commis­ 
sion shall require provisions 
for proper construction of such 
special features. 
(2) The Planning Commis­ 
sion shall require provisions 
for preservation of open spac­ 
es and adequate maintenance 
and operation of all such fea­ 
tures, and may require bonds 
or other guarantees of compli­ 
ance with such requirements. 
5.01 (h) The Planning Com­ 
mission may approve plans 
which are based upon approved 
"P-D” Planned Development 
zoning; and may approve plans 
for Mobilehome Subdivisions in 
cases where the following mini­ 
mum conditions apply: Approv­ 
ed water supply and sewerage 
systems will be installed, and 
designated lots will be restrict­ 
ed to occupancy by mobile- 
homes only and such accessory 
buildings as are otherwise per­ 
mitted by law. Lot sizes shall 
be as specified in Land Divi­ 
sion Standards. 
5.01 (i) The Planning Com­ 
mission may waive the regula­ 
tions of this ordinance per­ 
taining to divisions into fewer 
than five parcels, and require 
only the approval and recording 
of a Record of Survey map, in 
cases where a public govern­ 
mental agency or a public util­ 
ity must become involved in land 
division in the normal course 
of its legal and ordinary oper­ 
ations. 
5.01 (j) When a soil investi­ 
gation has been required by 
the County Engineer; 
(1) The report and recom­ 
mendations thereon must be 
prepared to meet his approval. 
(2) A notation that such a re­ 
port has been prepared shall 
be noted on the final map, to­ 
gether with the date of the re­ 
port and the name of the engin­ 
eer who made it. 
(3) Building 
permits 
for 
structures in the subdivision 
shall be conditioned upon com­ 
pliance 
with 
recommenda­ 
tions of the report. 
SECTION 6. AGREEMENT, 
COMPLETION OF IMPROVE­ 
MENTS 
6.01 Concurrently with the ac­ 
ceptance of the final map, the 
subdivider shall enter into an 
agreement with the Board of 
Supervisors agreeing to have 
the improvements completed 
within the time specified in 
said agreement. Said agree­ 
ment shall provide a clause 
guaranteeing the workmanship 
and materials provided in all 
improvements 
for a twelve 
months period after acceptance 
of the improvements by the 
Board of Supervisors. Said a- 
greement may provide for ex­ 
tension of time under specified 
conditions. The agreement may 
also provide for the termination 
of the agreement upon a rever­ 
sion to acreage or revocation of 
all or part of the subdivision. 
SECTION 7. BOND, COMPLE­ 
TION OF IMPROVEMENTS 
7.01 To assure that the im­ 
provements required by this 
Ordinance are satisfactorily 
completed, adequate improve­ 
ment security shall be furnished 
by the Subdivider for the cost 
of the Improvements according 
to the plans and specifications 
in a sum or amount equal to the 
estimate approved by the Coun­ 
ty Engineer. Partial release 
of said improvement security 
may be made in accordance 
with the provisions of the Sub­ 
division Map Act. 
Said improvement security 
shall be released by the County 
Engineer upon acceptance of 
the work or upon revocation or 
reversion to acreage of the sub­ 
division and abandonment of all 
roads and easements, except the 
security in the amount specifi­ 
ed by the Comity Engineer to 


guarantee 
workmanship and 
materials shall remain in full 
force and effect for one (1) 
year after acceptance «.if the 
improvements. 
SECTION 8. EXCEPTIONS 
8.01 The Technical Advisory 
Committee may recommend 
that the Planning Commission 
authorize conditional except­ 
ions to any of the requirements 
and regulations set forth in this 
Ordinance. 
8.01 (a) Application for any 
such exception shall be made by 
a verified petition of the sub- 
divider stating fully the grounds 
of the 
application and 
the facts relied upon by the pe­ 
titioner. Such petition shall be 
filed with the tentative map. In 
order for the property refer­ 
red to in the petition to come 
within the provisions of this 
Section, the Committee must 
find that all of the following 
facts apply with respect to the 
subject property; 
8.02 (a) That there are spe­ 
cial circumstances or condition 
of topography, size, shape or 
location affecting said property. 
8.02 (b) That the exception 
recommended is necessary for 
the preservation and enjoyment 
of a substantial property right 
of the petitioner. 
8.02 (c) That the granting of 
the exception will not adversely 
affect the General Plan. 
8.02 (d) That the granting of 
the exception will not be detri­ 
mental to the public welfare or 
injurious to other property in 
the territory in which said prop­ 
erty is situated. 
8.03 In 
recommending au­ 
thorization of any exceptions 
under this Section, the Commit­ 
tee 
shall prepare a report 
to the Planning Commission 
containing all facts and findings 
in connection therewith. The 
report shall set forth the ex­ 
ception as recommended and 
the conditions designated. Upon 
receipt of such report the Plan­ 
ning Commission may approve 
the tentative map with or with­ 
out the exceptions and condi­ 
tions recommended. 
SECTION 9. APPEALS 
9.01 Appeal from an action 
by the Technical Advisory Com­ 
mittee may be made to the 
Planning 
Commission within 
ten days from such action. An 
appeal shall be submitted in 
written form to the Secretary 
of the Planning Commission, 
and shall be placed on the 
agenda oí the next succeeding 
Commission 
meeting. 
The 
Commission shall take action 
thereon within 40 days from the 
date of submittal. 
9.02 If a subdivider is dissa­ 
tisfied with an action of the 
Planning Commission he may 
within fifteen days after such 
action, appeal in writing to the 
Board of Supervisors for a pub­ 
lic hearing. Also within said 
fifteen (15) day period, the 
Planning Commission shall for­ 
ward the map or other docu­ 
ments to the Board of Super­ 
visors for review. Said hearing 
shall be held within the time 
limit required by the Map Act. 
A public notice of such hear­ 
ing shall be made by the clerk 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
The Board of Supervisors may 
continue such hearing from time 
to time, not to exceed fifteen (15) 
days from the date of first hear- 
lng without mutual consent. At 
the time fixed for the hearing 
the Board of Supervisors shall 
hear testimony of represen­ 
tatives of the Commission or 
any witnesses on its behalf and 
any parties at interest. 
9.02 (a) The Board of Su­ 
pervisors shall consider the 
record and such additional ev­ 
idence as may be offered and 
may affirm, reverse or modi­ 
fy, in whole or in part, the or­ 
der, requirement, decision, 
recommendation, interprepa- 
tlon, or ruling appealed from 
or make and sinstitute such oth­ 
er or additional decision or 
determination as it may find 
warranted under law and facts. 
9.02 (b) The decision of the 
Board of Supervisors as a 
result of said hearing shall be 
expressed by a motion in writ­ 
ing, and the Board shall forth­ 
with transmit a copy thereof 
to the subdivider and the Com­ 
mission. 
SECTION 10. ENFORCEMENT 
AND PENALTIES 
10.01 It shall be the duty of 
the District Attorney to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordi­ 
nance. All departments, offi­ 
cials and public employees of 
the County vested with the duty 
or authority to issue permits 
shall conform to the provisions 
of this Ordinance and shall not 
willfully issue any permit or li­ 
cense for use, construction or 
purpose in conflict with the pro­ 
visions of this Ordinance; and 
any such permit or license is­ 
sued in conflict with the pro­ 
visions of this Ordinancé shall 
be null and void. Any violation 
of this Ordinance shall consti­ 
tute a misdemeanor and shall 
be punishable by a fine of not to 
exceed five hundred dollars 


($500.00) or by imprisonment in 
the County Jail for a period not 
to exceed six (6) months or by 
both such fine ^id imprison­ 
ment. Each day a violation of 
this Ordinance continues shall 
be considered a separate of­ 
fense. 
10.02 Any deed of conveyance, 
sale or contract to sell, or as­ 
signment, allocation, division 
or grant of entities of usage 
made contrary to the provisions 
of this Ordinance is voidable 
to the extent and in the manner 
provided in Section 11540 of Bu­ 
siness and Professions Code of 
the State of California. 
SECTION 11. VALIDITY, CON­ 
FLICT, EFFECTIVE DATE 
11.01 If any section, subsect­ 
ion, paragraph, subparagraph, 
sentence, clause, or phrase of 
this ordinance is for any reason 
held to be invalid or unconsti­ 
tutional by a court of compe­ 
tent jurisdiction, such invalidity 
or unconstitutionality shall not 
affect the validity or constitu­ 
tionality oí the remaining por­ 
tions of this ordinance and the 
Board of Supervisors does 
hereby declare that it would 
have adopted this ordinance and 
each remaining section, sub­ 
section, paragraph, subpara­ 
graph, sentence, clause, or 
phrase thereof irrespective of 
the fact that any one or more 
of such section, subsection, 
paragraph, subparagraph, sen­ 
tence, clause, or phrase be de­ 
clared invalid or unconstitu­ 
tional. 
11.02 Whenever conflict oc­ 
curs between any provision of 
this ordinance and any other 
provision of law, the more re­ 
strictive of such provisions 
shall prevail. 
11.03 Effective Date. This or­ 
dinance is adopted as an emer­ 
gency interim ordinance pur­ 
suant to Section 65858 of the 
California 
Government Code 
and was passed by 4/$ths vote 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
It shall take effect Tuesday, 
November, 19th, 1968, and shall 
expire on February 17th, 1969, 
unless extended as provided by 
law. This ordinance shall be 
published for at least one time 
in the Red Bluff Daily News, a 
newspaper of general circula­ 
tion in Tehama County.

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Efforts Should Be Speeded 


Word that the Federal Aviation Administration is considering 


various means of combating airplane hijackers is welcome news, 
though it is plain that a solution may be difficult to find. 


There has been no lack of suggestions. Some have proposed 


searching all airlines passengers, but that is clearly out of the 
question. Others suggest requiringpassengers to pass by machines 
that would detect metal. The trouble with this is that all sorts of 
metal objects besides pistols or other weapons might touch off the 
alarm, to general embarrassment. 


The idea of enacting stern law appeals to some. But there is al- 


ready on the books a federal law which makes it a capital offense 
to hijack an airliner. The question is: Could there be anything 
sterner than that? 


The nK'st promising idea heard thus far has come from Rep. 


Paul. G. Rogers of Florida, who has taken a strong interest in 
this matter. His proposal was that "freedom flights" bringing 
Cuban refugees to the United States should offer free space to any- 
one wanting to go from here to Cuba. This, as Rogers notes, would 
"undercut the reason" for the hijackings. But here, again, there 
is a practical difficulty: though our government has okayed the 
plan, Cuba has not. 


Havana should be pressed for cooperation. Meanwhile, let us 


hope that the Federal Aviation Administration speeds its efforts 
to find effective means of heading off such acts of modern day 
piracy before some tragedy occurs.

Some Interesting 
Comparisons 


A New York restaurant has 
celebrated its 100 years of 
operation by serving meals for 
one day at their 1868 prices. 
Here is the 100-year-old price 
list; 
Corned beef and cabbage, 4 
cents; veal cutlet, 5 cents; beef 
steak, 4 cents; roast chicken, 
10 cents; pie, 2 cents; coffee, 
1 cent. 
During its one-day centennial 
observance, the restaurant lost 
$5,000 for one very obvious 
reason. The meal that cost 
12 cents a hundred years ago 
is now $9.50. Another indication 
of the decline in the value of the 
dollar is the current "living 
wage'1 which is estimated at 
about $125 per week for an 
average American family. In 
1904,, a Committee of the Chi- 
cago Bureau of Charities agreed 
that no family could live com- 
fortably on less than one dol- 
lar a week per capita. 
While the foregoing statistics 
may appear irrelevant today, 
they do serve to illustrate a 
fact about the U. S. economic 
system — that in spite of in- 
flation, living standards have 
risen uninterruptedly year af- 
ter year as a result of increas- 
ing productivity. The rise of 
mass production and mass dis- 
tribution in a free competitive 
market have been the major 
contributing factors in preser- 
ving the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
Many years ago, the nation's 
more progressive 
retailers, 


notably the chain stores, intro- 
duced the merchandising philo- 
sophy of moving the greatest 
possible volume of goods 
at 


minimum prices. This philo- 
sophy Is basic to the merchan- 
dising system today. It has 
been a logical development of 
the freo market. Our competi- 
tive mass distribution system 
Is the surest guarantee that 
consumers will continue to en- 
joy maximum benefits of high 
productivity.

Really, de Gaulle is some, 


thing, and we shall nVss him 
when he is gone, which this 
time may be imminent. He is 
likely to drown, even as King 
Canute would have done if he 
had staged his 
sea-stopping 


operation other than to show 
his servile court precisely that 
he could not control the in- 
coming tide. De Gaulle on the 
contrary asserts that he can 
control it, and the likelihood is 
that he cannot, although he 
gains, as usual, the advantage 
over what is natural by his 
sheer audacity. 
It is as if 


Monaco had given an ultimatum 
to the Soviet Union. Under the 
circumstances, for a little 
while, the Soviet Union would 
simoly not know what to do. 


That is the situation as the 


banks open. It may be that by 
the 
time 
these words are 


printed, de Gaulle will be re- 
pudiated by the only totally 
honest forces around, which 
are: The Speculators. 


Granted that the governments 


of Western Europe and the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
can intercede and save the 
franc, and may proceed to do so. 
It is in everyone's general in- 
terest that France should be 
stable. But nations tend to judge 
vast eleemosynary movements 
with some specific reference to 
their own interests which must 
be judged as of primary con- 
cern. It would be nice if France 
did not have to de-value. 


On the other hand, how heavy 


a price are we willing to pay 
to avoid 
that economic dis- 


location? 
And how heavy a 


price is England prepared to 
pay, 
improverished England 


whose pound sterling was ruth, 
lessly de-valued only a year 
ago, while across the Channel, 
the snooty General was denying 
England entrance into the Com. 
mon Market where the pound 
might have received massive 
transfusions? 


The key element is, then, 


precisely those speculators we 
read about. Because depending 
on their reading of the strate- 
gic situation, they are going to 
decide what is the price France 
and France's friends will have 
to pay in order to stabilize 
the franc. If they set that price 
too high, by continuing to sell 
the francs and to draw their 
investments out of France, then 
France's reserves will quickly 
dissipate, and fresh reserves 


will not come in. 
Then the 


franc will come down and al- 
most surely, with it, the proud 
general—who would not likely 
survive both the austerity he 
has invoked, and the failure 
of the objective in behalf of 
which it was invoked. 


The speculators. Whenever 


the word is used, the user 
visualizes sinful, greedy little 
men who profiler from human 
distress. It is appropriate to 
explain that the speculators per. 
form a vital economic function. 
It is they and they alone who 
signal to a society that it is 
engaging in pursuits whose stra. 
tegic consequences are danger, 
ous. 


The speculators exist in the 


money market because we all 
pledged, back in 1944, to fix 
exchange rates based on the 
price of the dollar, and to hold 
these rates down to within one 
per 
cent's variation. When 


there is imbalance over a long 
period in trade accounts it is 
obvious that the importing coun- 
try's currency is belngweaken. 
ed, and to be angry at the 
speculator for selling that cur. 
rency is approximately the 
equivalent of getting mad at a 
bank president who refuses to 
lend any more of his depositors' 
money to a client whose debts 
are rising and whose income is 
diminishing. 


I heard it estimated by an 


economist the other day that 
whereas at the time of the 
Bretton Woods conference 95 
per cent of the country ^econo- 
mists favored fixed exchange 
rates, now, thanks substantially 
to the scholarly research of 
Professor 
Milton Friedman, 


plus also to the regular harrow- 
ing international money crises, 
95 per cent of the nations'econo- 
mist endorse what Professor 
George Stigler terms "the ele- 
gant 
alternative 
of free ex- 


change rates." 


It is sobering to reflect that 


if we had had flexible exchange 
rates, changing day to day ao 
cording to the dictates of the 
market place, the crisis of this 
last weekend, whose political 
overtones are as vast as the end 
of de Gaulle and a return of 
Franco-German hostility, might 
not have taken place. Suggest- 
ing what a lot of people have 
supposed right along, which is 
that the economic free market 
often overrules the political 
market: a moral not unrelated 
to King Canute's.

President Johnson has allocat- 


ed a suite of offices in the 
building known as FOB 7, anew 
red brick structure behind the 
Court of Claims, next to the old 
Decatur House and just around 
the corner 
from Lafayette 


Square. There President-elect 
Nixon found 10landscapes ready 
and waiting for him after he 
lunched with LBJ on Tuesday. 
Reason why American diplo- 
matic wives will be surprised 
is that Nixon has made caustic 
comment regarding paintings 
in American ambassies abroad. 
Traveling through Europe early 
this year, he approached one 
ambassador's 
wife 
with the 


comment: "Honey, where did 
you get that crap?" 
The ambassadress had col- 
lected American modernistic 
paintings at some trouble, and 
the local population had been 
strong in their praise of the 
embassy's art collection. 
Donald 1. McClelland of the 


National Collection of Fine Arts 
was careful in gathering the 
paintings for Nixon's office not 
to be too controversial. Though 
he had not heard of Nixon's 
brusque comment about art in 
American embassies abroad, he 
had the idea that the 10 pic- 
tures for Nixon should be very 
American. Perhaps he remem- 
bered that Nixon had once been 
a member of the House Un- 
American 
Activities 
Com- 


mittee. 


"What I've collected are chief- 


ly landscapes,'' Mr. McClel- 
land 
explained, 
"painted by 


American artists from all walks 
of life. 
"There is one by a Negro, one 


by aRussian-Arnerican, and one 
by a Japanese-American. 


"There is a typical American 


Soviet flags burn in Prague, Czechoslovakia. So apparently, 


does the spirit of freedom. 


The transfer of power in Washington is expected to be quiet.

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scene, 'The Road to Santa Fe' 
by John Marln," Mr. McClel- 
land went on.

Nixon's request for pictures 
arrived on Friday, November 
8, and was filled by the Na- 
tional Collection of Fine Arts 
the next day. 


He has given tacit approval 


to the new collection of art for 
his temporary offices in Wash- 
llngton. Some diplomats who 
have noted Nixon's reaction to 
art in American embassies a- 
broad are worried.

How- 
ever, if Teddy Kennedy chal- 
lenges him, as now seems like- 
ly, the Democratic party maybe 
split wide open again in a race 
between two New Englanders, 
two Catholics, and two men who 
are the son and great-grand- 
son of immigrants.

The Johnson administration

that 
24-hour 
notice 


was given to vacate 11 rooms 
on the first floor of the State 
Department to make room for 
Nixonites who would move in 
to take over foreign affairs iii 
January. 


Some of the rooms were then 
unoccupied, but four were oc- 
cupied by high-up State Depart- 
ment officials. On Thursday, 
Nov. 7, they were told to be 
out by 9 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. They moved into cubbyhole 
offices that afternoon. 
At 9 Friday morning, the paint- 
ers arrived to repaint the 17 
Nixon rooms. They kept working 
over the weekend. Painters nor- 
mally receive double time pay 
for weekend work, but a State 
Department spokesman claim- 
ed this was not the case for this 
particular weekend job for Nix- 
on.

Struggled Through A 
Snowstorm For Help 


EUREKA, Utah (AP)— As his 
parents and sister lay pinned 
in the wreckage of their air- 
plane Thanksgiving eve, 15- 
year-old William Rigby set off 
into a snowstorm to find help. 
"My dad was pinned under- 


neath the instrument panel," 
William, 
the son of Beverly 


Hills, Calif., heart surgeon Dr. 
Elmer C. Rigby Jr., said Thurs - 
day, "My sister was caught be- 
tween two chairs. Mom was 
trapped beneath the wreckage. I 
knew I had to get some help." 
He freed himself 
from the 


wreckage of the twin-engine 
plane and started walking — in 
the wrong direction. 


Then he spotted headlights on 
U. S. 50-6 and turned toward 
the road. He had walked about 
four miles over snow-covered 
ground. 
An unidentified Nevada mo- 
torist stopped, picked up the 
boy, carefully marked his mile- 
age, drove 10 miles north to 
Eureka and led rescuers direct- 
ly to the spot where he picked 
up the youth, said Sheriff A. 
Duane Sperry. 
"It was a good thing, too, be- 
cause I think those people would 
have frozen to death if we'd had 
to search for the plane," Sper- 
ry said. 
Officers 
followed the boy's 


tracks back to the wreckage. 


"The plane appeared to have 


come down hard, rolled on its 
side and finally came to rest on 


its top. It was literally torn a- 
part by the impact,'7 the sher- 
iff said. 
The boy's mother, Penelope, 
46, was dead on arrival at Juab 
County Hospital. 


His 53-year-old father was in 


poor condition today at Univer- 
sity Hospital in Salt Lake City. 
The prominent physician, one of 
the first to perform open heart 
surgery in the Los Angeles a- 
rea, 
suffered chest injuries, 


broken legs, back and head in- 
juries. Nikola Rigby, 16, was in 
satisfactory condition with a 
broken leg. 
Another daughter, Judith, 21, 


would have been on the flight 
from Van Nuys airport to Salt 
Lake, to spend Thanksgiving 
with Dr. Rigby's parents, but 
she missed a connection in tra- 
veling from Berkeley to Beverly 
Hills. She attends the University 
of California. 


William told officers the flight 


began in good weather. But 
snow and fog closed in and the 
plane began icing up. 


"Dad decided to circle for a 


few minutes. Then he said he 
was going to make an emergen- 
cy landing," William told Sher- 
iff Sperry. 
Sperrj said the doctor ap- 
parently mistook a plowed field 
for a road about a mile west of 
U. S. 50-G. The plane touched 
down, hit a depression and flip- 
ped over.

While Hruska was in Europe 
last week, his supporters saiei 
they already had commitments 
from 23 of the 
42 Republican 


senators in the new Congi-pss— 
more than enough to insure his 
election. 
Scott's backers disagree, say- 
ing the contest is still wide 
open. 
"We're certainly not going to 


leave a bloody field with bodies 
lying around," Hruska said in

Scott's backers say they have 
been asfured 
that Nixon will 


stay out of the fight.

Struggled Through A 
Snowstorm For Help 


EUREKA, Utah (AP)— As his 
parents and sister lay pinned 
in the wreckage of their air- 
plane Thanksgiving eve, 15- 
year-old William Rigby set off 
into a snowstorm to find help. 
"My dad was pinned under- 


neath the instrument panel," 
William, 
the son of Beverly 


Hills, Calif., heart surgeon Dr. 
Elmer C. Rigby Jr., said Thurs - 
day, "My sister was caught be- 
tween two chairs. Mom was 
trapped beneath the wreckage. I 
knew I had to get some help." 
He freed himself 
from the 


wreckage of the twin-engine 
plane and started walking — in 
the wrong direction. 


Then he spotted headlights on 
U. S. 50-6 and turned toward 
the road. He had walked about 
four miles over snow-covered 
ground. 
An unidentified Nevada mo- 
torist stopped, picked up the 
boy, carefully marked his mile- 
age, drove 10 miles north to 
Eureka and led rescuers direct- 
ly to the spot where he picked 
up the youth, said Sheriff A. 
Duane Sperry. 
"It was a good thing, too, be- 
cause I think those people would 
have frozen to death if we'd had 
to search for the plane," Sper- 
ry said. 
Officers 
followed the boy's 


tracks back to the wreckage. 


"The plane appeared to have 


come down hard, rolled on its 
side and finally came to rest on 


its top. It was literally torn a- 
part by the impact,'7 the sher- 
iff said. 
The boy's mother, Penelope, 
46, was dead on arrival at Juab 
County Hospital. 


His 53-year-old father was in 


poor condition today at Univer- 
sity Hospital in Salt Lake City. 
The prominent physician, one of 
the first to perform open heart 
surgery in the Los Angeles a- 
rea, 
suffered chest injuries, 


broken legs, back and head in- 
juries. Nikola Rigby, 16, was in 
satisfactory condition with a 
broken leg. 
Another daughter, Judith, 21, 


would have been on the flight 
from Van Nuys airport to Salt 
Lake, to spend Thanksgiving 
with Dr. Rigby's parents, but 
she missed a connection in tra- 
veling from Berkeley to Beverly 
Hills. She attends the University 
of California. 


William told officers the flight 


began in good weather. But 
snow and fog closed in and the 
plane began icing up. 


"Dad decided to circle for a 


few minutes. Then he said he 
was going to make an emergen- 
cy landing," William told Sher- 
iff Sperry. 
Sperrj said the doctor ap- 
parently mistook a plowed field 
for a road about a mile west of 
U. S. 50-G. The plane touched 
down, hit a depression and flip- 
ped over.

The only other announced can- 
didate for the job is Pennsylva- 
nia's 
Hugh 
Scott, also a 


liberal-moderate. 
Scott notified his colleagues 
by letter that he wants the job, 
but other than that his cain- 
palglng has been behind the 
scenes. 
While Hruska was in Europe 
last week, his supporters saiei 
they already had commitments 
from 23 of the 
42 Republican 


senators in the new Congi-pss— 
more than enough to insure his 
election. 
Scott's backers disagree, say- 
ing the contest is still wide 
open. 
"We're certainly not going to 


leave a bloody field with bodies 
lying around," Hruska said in

FISH 


TALES 


FISH TAILS PRESERVED: — Tails (not fish tales) are easily 
preserved. You may wish to at least preserve some part of 
your precious trophy and here is probably the sirnpliest way. 
Immerse the section of a tail in a 10 per cent solution of 
formaldehyde 
or formalin for a week or so and that is all 


that is necessary. Allow the tail to dry gradually in open air; 
do not place it In the sun or near the heater. The tail can then 
be attached to a plaque or it can be hung on the wall by a con- 
cealed wire. Another attractive method (for big fish) is to tie 
a 4-inch rope around the base of the tail leaving a loop for at- 
tachment to a metal wall hanger. 
FISH HEADS PRESERVED: — A series of heads, preserved 
dry, make an interesting collection. The heads can be mount- 
ed on plaques for wall decoration, or they can be displayed on 
shelves. Iliads of fishes such a? barracuda, bass, or a brown 
trout are especially interesting because of their features or 
teeth. 


Cut the head from the body close behind the edge of the gill 


cover, taking care not to disengage the tongue. Remove the 
gills. Clean out the inside of the skull and cut away loose flesh 
and bone. It is not necessary to cut away all of the skull as in 
a skin-mounted fish. It is a good idea to break a hole through 
here and there to remove the brain and to facilitate the en- 
trance of the preservative solution. 


Prop the mouth open with a piece of wood or wire and place 


the head in a 10 per cent solution of formalin (9 parts water 
to 1 part formaldehyde). It should remain immersed for a week 
or two to allow thorough impregnation of the formalin. Remove 
the head and permit it to dry gradually in the open air. Do not 
try to rush the drying by placing near the heater or in the sun. 
When the head is dried hard, a matter of a couple of weeks, 
cover it with two or three coats of enamel or lacquer. Small 
spray cans of these are obtainable in any of our paint or hard- 
ware stores. The eyes can be replaced with glass eyes. How- 
ever, since the dried head is not meant to look alive, it's best 
to let the eyes remain in the skull also. The head can be secured 
to a stained and varnished base for easier handling. Drill small 
holes through the lower jaws and attach the head to the base with 
wire. 
WHOLE MOUNTED FISH — One of the most prized possessions 
an angler can have on the wall of his den is the representative 
mount of the fish he caught which gives him so many lasting 
memories. It's worth twice more than the photograph. 


Times have changed somewhat in fish mounting. The art 


has changed from method to method and it is still changing. 


The date of an early attempt at fish mounting comes from 


an unexpected source, from William Shakespeare's, Romeo and 
Juliet, Act 5 which appeared in 1596; 


"I do remember an apothecary, — 
And hereabouts he dwells, which late I noted 
In tatter'd weeds, with overwhelming brows, 
Culling of simples; meagre were his looks, 
And in his needy shop a tortoise hung, 
An alligator stuff'd and other skins 
Of ill-shaped fishes. 


We still see samples of ill-shaped fishes here and there. 


I have an ill-shaped brown trout still out in the garage. My 
proud first. Not much to look at but it was my first. 


The old skin mounting methods used over the centuries 


are still sometimes used still today. Other mounting methods 
used may include wax, plaster, plastics, latex rubber. Most 
likely if you have an old mounted fish around, it's likely to be 
one of the mannequin types with the skin over a board or plas- 
ter. Of all the methods used today, probably the most lifelike 
mounts are made by merely casting the fish in plaster and then 
making a cast fish from the mold as is done in artificial teeth- 
making. A permanent exact lifelike mount is the result. This 
type of mount is made mostly from top grade casting resins and 
the fish is constructed in the same way a fibreglass boat is 
made. 


To go into the mounting of a fish would take another page or 


two of this paper so we will slow down here. Before we do, may 
we emphasize that if you do wish to have or mount your own 
trophy, follow these simple rules; 


1. Don't clean the fish. Leave it whole. 
2. Keep the fish clean and fresh. If frozen, place 


wet rags around the fins to protect them from 
drying up. 


3. Don't tear the scales off but keep them intact. 
4. If this fish is dried up, throw it away and get an- 


other specimen because the size, shape, and 
detail would be affected. 


Keep in mind that a fish can be preserved the same as the 


tails and heads mentioned before. Use the 10 per cent formalin 
solution. A fish can be soaked for several days in the solution 
but will come out quite tough and hard. I always wash a fish in 
strong detergent to remove the slime then soak it for just about 
1 hour in the solution before casting. The 10 per cent formalin 
solution will keep the scales in tight. After casting the fish it is 
replaced in the freezer until painting time, then it is discarded. 


Now back to fishing . . . 4 days have gone by and I haven't 


even taken a steelhead from Battle Creek. A good rain could 
produce some better action. The creek cleared and so did most 
of the fish. Back to the river now. 


It's less than one month until Christmas. You fishermen 


make your lists now for tackle presents. If you don't you will 
probably get pajamas and slippers again.

FISH 


TALES 


FISH TAILS PRESERVED: — Tails (not fish tales) are easily 
preserved. You may wish to at least preserve some part of 
your precious trophy and here is probably the sirnpliest way. 
Immerse the section of a tail in a 10 per cent solution of 
formaldehyde 
or formalin for a week or so and that is all 


that is necessary. Allow the tail to dry gradually in open air; 
do not place it In the sun or near the heater. The tail can then 
be attached to a plaque or it can be hung on the wall by a con- 
cealed wire. Another attractive method (for big fish) is to tie 
a 4-inch rope around the base of the tail leaving a loop for at- 
tachment to a metal wall hanger. 
FISH HEADS PRESERVED: — A series of heads, preserved 
dry, make an interesting collection. The heads can be mount- 
ed on plaques for wall decoration, or they can be displayed on 
shelves. Iliads of fishes such a? barracuda, bass, or a brown 
trout are especially interesting because of their features or 
teeth. 


Cut the head from the body close behind the edge of the gill 


cover, taking care not to disengage the tongue. Remove the 
gills. Clean out the inside of the skull and cut away loose flesh 
and bone. It is not necessary to cut away all of the skull as in 
a skin-mounted fish. It is a good idea to break a hole through 
here and there to remove the brain and to facilitate the en- 
trance of the preservative solution. 


Prop the mouth open with a piece of wood or wire and place 


the head in a 10 per cent solution of formalin (9 parts water 
to 1 part formaldehyde). It should remain immersed for a week 
or two to allow thorough impregnation of the formalin. Remove 
the head and permit it to dry gradually in the open air. Do not 
try to rush the drying by placing near the heater or in the sun. 
When the head is dried hard, a matter of a couple of weeks, 
cover it with two or three coats of enamel or lacquer. Small 
spray cans of these are obtainable in any of our paint or hard- 
ware stores. The eyes can be replaced with glass eyes. How- 
ever, since the dried head is not meant to look alive, it's best 
to let the eyes remain in the skull also. The head can be secured 
to a stained and varnished base for easier handling. Drill small 
holes through the lower jaws and attach the head to the base with 
wire. 
WHOLE MOUNTED FISH — One of the most prized possessions 
an angler can have on the wall of his den is the representative 
mount of the fish he caught which gives him so many lasting 
memories. It's worth twice more than the photograph. 


Times have changed somewhat in fish mounting. The art 


has changed from method to method and it is still changing. 


The date of an early attempt at fish mounting comes from 


an unexpected source, from William Shakespeare's, Romeo and 
Juliet, Act 5 which appeared in 1596; 


"I do remember an apothecary, — 
And hereabouts he dwells, which late I noted 
In tatter'd weeds, with overwhelming brows, 
Culling of simples; meagre were his looks, 
And in his needy shop a tortoise hung, 
An alligator stuff'd and other skins 
Of ill-shaped fishes. 


We still see samples of ill-shaped fishes here and there. 


I have an ill-shaped brown trout still out in the garage. My 
proud first. Not much to look at but it was my first. 


The old skin mounting methods used over the centuries 


are still sometimes used still today. Other mounting methods 
used may include wax, plaster, plastics, latex rubber. Most 
likely if you have an old mounted fish around, it's likely to be 
one of the mannequin types with the skin over a board or plas- 
ter. Of all the methods used today, probably the most lifelike 
mounts are made by merely casting the fish in plaster and then 
making a cast fish from the mold as is done in artificial teeth- 
making. A permanent exact lifelike mount is the result. This 
type of mount is made mostly from top grade casting resins and 
the fish is constructed in the same way a fibreglass boat is 
made. 


To go into the mounting of a fish would take another page or 


two of this paper so we will slow down here. Before we do, may 
we emphasize that if you do wish to have or mount your own 
trophy, follow these simple rules; 


1. Don't clean the fish. Leave it whole. 
2. Keep the fish clean and fresh. If frozen, place 


wet rags around the fins to protect them from 
drying up. 


3. Don't tear the scales off but keep them intact. 
4. If this fish is dried up, throw it away and get an- 


other specimen because the size, shape, and 
detail would be affected. 


Keep in mind that a fish can be preserved the same as the 


tails and heads mentioned before. Use the 10 per cent formalin 
solution. A fish can be soaked for several days in the solution 
but will come out quite tough and hard. I always wash a fish in 
strong detergent to remove the slime then soak it for just about 
1 hour in the solution before casting. The 10 per cent formalin 
solution will keep the scales in tight. After casting the fish it is 
replaced in the freezer until painting time, then it is discarded. 


Now back to fishing . . . 4 days have gone by and I haven't 


even taken a steelhead from Battle Creek. A good rain could 
produce some better action. The creek cleared and so did most 
of the fish. Back to the river now. 


It's less than one month until Christmas. You fishermen 


make your lists now for tackle presents. If you don't you will 
probably get pajamas and slippers again.

TEHAMA COUNTY, 


CALIFORNIA 


ORDINANCE NO. 428 


AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH- 


ING STANDARDS, REGULA- 
TIONS AND PROCEDURES FOR 
THE SUBDIVISION AND OTHER 
DU ISION OR UTILIZATION OF 
LAND, AND FOR THE DESIGN 
AND IMPROVEMENT THERE- 
OF. 
The Board of Supervisors of 
the Count} of Tehama, State of 
California, do ordain as fol- 
lows 
SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND 


EFFECT. 


1.01 This ordinance Is enact- 


ed for th«* purpose of adopting 
standards, regulations and pro- 
cedures for the subdivision and 
other specified types of division 
and utilisation of land in the 
unincorporated a r e a 
of the 


County, as authorized and di- 
rected bv the Subdivision Map 
Act and other applicable pro- 
visions of Law. 


1.02 This ordinance provides 


for the division of land in ac- 
cordance with provisions for 
three primary classifications, 
•which 
are 
SUBDIVISIONS, 


PARCEL DIVISION and MIN- 
OR DIVISIONS, each of which is 
defined herein, 


1.03 This ordinance also pro- 


vides for 
the REVERSION to 


ACREAGE of lands previously 
divided. 


1.04 Ordinance No. 278 of the 


C o u n t y of Tehama, and all 
amendments thereto, are here- 
by repealed. 


1.05 The repeal of such ordi- 


nances shall not 
affect any 


agreement, contract or bond ex- 
ecuted pursuant to such ordi- 
nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder; or any pre- 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions to approval. 


1.06 All 
divisions 
of land 


which are subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall 
conform to the General Plan, 
Specific Plans, and to adopted 
standards and provisions of law 
which are pertinent or applica- 
ble to such divisions. 


1.07 P l a n n i n g Commission 


action on Tentative Maps shall 
be final except in cases where 
the Board of Supervisors mod- 
ifies or revises such action up- 
on its own initiative or by its 
action on a properly filed ap- 
peal. 


1.08 It shall be unlawful for 


any individual, firm, associa- 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
trust, or any other legal entity, 
as a principal, agent, or other- 
wise, to offer to sell, to con- 
tract to sell, or sell, or lease, 
or transfer or utilize, or oth- 
erwise assign for financi. g or 
other purposes, any proposed 
subdivision or other division of 
land or any part thereof in the 
unincorporated territory of the 
County, unless and until all the 
requirements hereinafter pro- 
vided have been complied with. 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS.

any individual, form, associa- 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
corporation, trust or any other 
legal entity commencing pro- 
ceedings to Affect a subdivision 
or other division or utilization 
of land wnlch is subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


2.21 SUBDIVISION shall mean 


any unit or contiguous units of 
real property, or portion there- 
of, which is divided, assigned 
or allocated by any method by 
any subdivider for any purpose, 
whether immediate or future, 
into five or more parcels or 
entities of usage, except as oth- 
erwise provided herein. 


2.21 (a) Subdivision shall In- 


clude a condominium project, 
as defined in Civil Code Sec- 
tion 1350, containing five or 
more condominiums, as defined 
in Civil Code Section 783, and 
a community apartment project, 
as defined in Business and Pro- 
fessions Code Section 11004, 
containing five or more parcels.

of which has an access to a 
maintained 
public street or

of land included in the tentative 
map have access to a public 
street or highway, they com- 
prise part of a tract of land 
zoned for industrial develop- 
ment, and the map receives ap- 
proval of the Planning Commis- 
sion as to access, street align- 
ment and widths and other im- 
provements.

of parcels each of gross area 
of between 40 acres and 160 
acres (or 1/4 section).

2.24 ROAD shall mean a way 


for vehicular traffic, whether 
designated as a street, high- 
way, 
thoroughfare, road, ave- 


nue, 
boulevard, lane, place, 


court, circle, drive or way 
which has been dedicated for 
public use and accepted by the 
County, or has been laid out and 
constructed as a County road by 
the County, or has been made 
a public road pursuant to law. 
It includes public roads con- 
structed by Federal and State 
agencies, but not private roads 
or private alleys.

PRIVATE 
ROAD shall 


mean a way for vehicular traf- 
fic, however designated, which 
is not designed or intended to 
be accepted by the County, and 
for which any offer of dedica- 
tion or other offer for accept- 
ance by the County shall be 
rejected until such time as 
specified conditions for future 
acceptance have been fully com- 
plied with. 


2.26 GENERAL PLAN shall 


mean any element thereof asset 
forth in the Planning and Zon- 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Gov- 
ernment Code of the State of 
California. 


2.27 SPECIFIC PLAN 
shall 


mean any unit thereof as set 
forth in thp Planning and Zon- 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Govern- 
ment Code of the State of Cal- 
fornia. 


2.28 
ENGINEER shall mean a 


Civil Engineer competent to 
practice Civil Engineering as 
defined 
in Section 6731 and 


registered under the provisions 
of the Business and Professions 
Code of the State of California, 
retained by the 
Subdivider, 


Owner, Developer or Contract- 
or to provide civil engineering 
services. 


2.29 SOIL 
ENGINEER shall 


mean a Civil Engineer register- 
ed in the State of California 
with 
a 
specialty

perience in the investigation 
and analysis of soils 


2.30 SURVEYOR shall mean a 


Land Surveyor licensed under 
the Land Surveyors' Act of the 
State of California or a Civil 
Engineer registered in the State 
of California retained by the 
Subdivider, Owner, Developer 
or Contractor to provide land 
surveying services. 
SECTION 3. GENERAL PRO- 
CEDURES FOR LAND DIVISION

(3) Name and address of rec- 
ord owner or owners of the 
property to be divided, and their 
signed statement of consent to 
the preparation of the map. 


(4) Name and address of the 
subdivider. 
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(5) Name, business address 
and number of the registered 
civil engineer or licensed sur- 
veyor, who prepared the map. 
(6) The locations, names or 
other approved Identification, 
widths, approximate grade and 
curve radii of all roads, streets, 
highways and ways within the 
property and along the boundar- 
ies thereof. 
(7) Contour lines having the 


following intervals- Two feet for 
ground slopes between level and 
5%, and 5 feet for ground slopes 
exceeding 5%. 
(8) The location, character, 
and identification of all ex- 
isting and 
proposed public 


utility facilities on the property 
or 
on adjoining properties 


and on contiguous highways and 
roads and approximate widths, 
location and identification of all 
existing 
or 
proposed ease- 


ments, and proposed building 
setback lines. 


(9) Approximate lot lay-out 


and approximate dimensions of 
each lot. Each lot shall be num- 
bered. 


(10) Preliminary cut and fill 
slope areas. 
(11) The outline of any exist- 


ing buildings, identification of 
those to remain in place, and 
their locations m relation to ex- 
isting or proposed streets, lot 
lines and building setback lines. 


(12) Approximate location and 


species of trees or groups of 
trees on the property, and gen- 
eral identification of those to be 
removed. 
(13) Approximate location of 
existing and proposed 
water 


control features and bodies of 
water, all areas which are sub- 
ject to inundation or storm wat- 
er overflow and the location, 
width, and direction of flow of 
all water courses. 
(14) Approximate locations of 
existing wells, springs and sew - 
age disposal systems, and of 
test 
wells, 
percolation test 


holes and staked or flagged 
reference points for use by ap- 
propriate public agencies for 
field check purposes. 
(15) The location, identifica- 
tion and description of known 
or found survey monuments on 
or adjacent to the sites. 
4.04 
(c) The following state- 


ments shall either appear on the 
tentative map or shall be sub- 
mitted in written form with the 
map, 
except for any of such 


items which the Committee de- 
termines are not necessary to 
be filed with any particular ten- 
tative map 
(1) Existing use or uses of 
the property. 
(2) Proposed use of the prop- 
erty. If the property is pro- 
posed to be used for more than 
one purpose, the area, lots or 
lot proposed for each type of 
use shall be described in a 
statement and shown on the 
tentative map. 


(3) Descriptive information on 


the following- 


a. Proposed drainage chan- 


nel changes and flood control 
measures. 


b. Proposed domestic water 


supply and sewage disposal sys- 
tems. 


c. Proposed street, surface 


drainage, grading, fire protect- 
ion and other improvements, 
and estimated construction time 
schedule. 


d. Proposed utility service 


for electrical, gas and commu- 
nication systems, including the 
name and address of serving 
utility company or agency. 
4.04 (d) The following docu- 
ments shall be submitted with 
each tentative map, except for 
any of such items which the 
Committee determines are not 
necessary to be filed with any 
particular tentative map 


(1) A copy of any condition 


or any restrictive reservations 
or covenants, existing or pro- 
posed. 


(2) A letter setting forth and 


describing the reasons for any 
requested exceptions to pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and 
for any requested rezonmg, use 
permit or zoning variance which 
may 
be necessary ..o permit 


proposed uses of land and struc- 
tures. 


(3) Either a statement by a 


Registered Civil Engineer as 
to the feasibility of the pro- 
posed land development in re- 
lation to the geologic and soil 
characteristics, or a prelimin- 
ary geologic and soil report 
based upon adequate test bor- 
ings or excavations. 
4.04 (e) The County Engineer 


may, on the basis of such state- 
ment or preliminary geologic 
and soil report, require a soil 
investigation of any or all lots; 
or he may, on the basis of such 
statement waive the require- 
ment for a preliminary geolo- 
gic and soil report and/or soil 
investigation when, based on 
knowledge of the quality of soils 
on the site, he determines that 
no such report or investigation 
is necessary. 
4.05 Tentative Map, Filing and 


Processing 


4.05 (a) Fifteen prints and one 
reproducible copy of the tenta- 


tive map of a proposed subdivi- 
sion and of the subdlvider's 
statement shall be submitted to 
the county Planner, together 
with required documents and 
liling fee, at least twenty days 
prior to the date of the Plan- 
ning Commission meeting at 
which action thereon is desired.

other specified types of division 
and utilisation of land in the 
unincorporated a r e a 
of the 


County, as authorized and di- 
rected bv the Subdivision Map 
Act and other applicable pro- 
visions of Law. 


1.02 This ordinance provides 


for the division of land in ac- 
cordance with provisions for 
three primary classifications, 
•which 
are 
SUBDIVISIONS, 


PARCEL DIVISION and MIN- 
OR DIVISIONS, each of which is 
defined herein, 


1.03 This ordinance also pro- 


vides for 
the REVERSION to 


ACREAGE of lands previously 
divided. 


1.04 Ordinance No. 278 of the 


C o u n t y of Tehama, and all 
amendments thereto, are here- 
by repealed. 


1.05 The repeal of such ordi- 


nances shall not 
affect any 


agreement, contract or bond ex- 
ecuted pursuant to such ordi- 
nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder; or any pre- 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions to approval. 


1.06 All 
divisions 
of land 


which are subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall 
conform to the General Plan, 
Specific Plans, and to adopted 
standards and provisions of law 
which are pertinent or applica- 
ble to such divisions. 


1.07 P l a n n i n g Commission 


action on Tentative Maps shall 
be final except in cases where 
the Board of Supervisors mod- 
ifies or revises such action up- 
on its own initiative or by its 
action on a properly filed ap- 
peal.

MAP shall mean a map prepar- 
ed in accordance with provi- 
sions of the Land Surveyors 
Act to delineate land boundar- 
ies or property lines.

Civil Engineer competent to 
practice Civil Engineering as

Owner, Developer or Contract- 
or to provide civil engineering 
services. 


2.29 SOIL

Land Surveyor licensed under 
the Land Surveyors' Act of the 
State of California or a Civil 
Engineer registered in the State 
of California retained by the 
Subdivider, Owner, Developer 
or Contractor to provide land 
surveying services.

(4) All such deeds, offers of 


dedication and easement agree- 
ments for sites, streets and 
other purposes as were re- 
quired in the action of approval 
of the tentative map, and any 
required bonds and agreement 
forms. 
4.15 Parcel Map, Form and 


Content 


4.15 (a) A parcel map shall be 


prepared by a registered civil 
engineer or licensed land sur- 
veyor, and shall comply with all 
provisions of this Ordinance, 
the Subdivision Map Act and 
other provisions of law. 
4.15 (b) The parcel map shall 
conform to all of the following 
provisions: 


(1) It shall be clearly and 


legibly drawn in black water- 
proof India ink upon good qual- 
ity tracing cloth or other ma- 
terial approved by the County 
Recorder. 


(2) The size of each sheet 


shall be 18 x 26 inches. A mar- 
ginal line shall be drawn com- 
pletely around each sheet, leav- 
ing an entirely blank margin of 
one inch. The scale of the map 
shall be one inch equals one 
hundred feet, or otherwise large 
enough to show all details clear- 
ly, and enough sheets shall be 
used to accomplish this end. 
The particular number of the 
sheet and the total number of 
sheets comprising the map shall 
be stated on each of the sheets. 
The boundary of the tract shall 
be designated by a l/16th inch 
border of transparent Prussian 
blue color applied to the re- 
verse side of the tracing and 
inside the boundary line. Such 
border shall not obliterate fig- 
ures or other data. 


(3) The map shall show all 


such engineering and other 
data as is necessary to fully 
conform with the approved ten- 
tative map and any conditions 
to such approval, and reference 
to all such deeds or offers 
of 
dedications 
for 
sites, 


streets, easements and other 
such purposes as were requir- 
ed in the action of approval of 
the tentative map. 


(4) The map shall show pre- 


cise distances and bearings, 
ties to corners and/or points 
of record and references there- 
to, sources of map and survey 
data, and other such engineer- 
ing detail as may be required 
by the County Surveyor. Each 
lot and parcel shall be num- 
bered, or otherwise Identified. 


(5) The following certificates 


shall appear on parcel maps in 
the form prescribed in the Sub- 
division Map Act, and other- 
wise 
as 
prescribed by the 


County Surveyor and/or County 
Recorder: 


a. County Surveyors Certi- 


cate. 


b. Surveyor or Engineers 


Certificate. 


c. Recorders Certificate. 
d. Planning Department 


Certificate. 


4.16 Parcel Map, Processing 
4.16 (a) Within 20 days after 
receiving the parcel map, or 
within such additional time as 
may be reasonably necessary, 
the County Surveyor shall de- 
termine whether the map is in 
proper form and that all condi- 
tions of tentative map approval 
and provisions of law have been 
complied with, and he shall 
examine it for survey informa- 
tion and other required infor- 
mation shown thereon. 
4.16 (b) When he is satisfied 


that the map is technically cor- 
rect, and in compliance with 
the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance and other provisions of 
law, the County Surveyor shall 
sign the County Surveyors cer- 
tificate 
on the original map 


tracing and submit it to the 
County Recorder for filing. 
4.17 Parcel Map, Filing With 


County Recorder 


When any parcel map is pre- 


sented to the County Recorder 
and is accepted by him, he shall 
so certify on the face thereof 
and shall fasten the same se- 
curely in a book of parcel maps 
which he shall keep in his office. 
The Recorder may not have 
more than ten days to examine 
the parcel map before accept- 
ing or refusing it for filing. 
The charge for filing and for 
indexing by the Recorder shall 
be the same as provided for 
subdivided land under Section 
27372 of the Government Code.

4.19 (b) A division into three 
or four parcels shall require 
the filing of a Minor Division 
Tentative Map and a Parcel 
Map.

4.20 (a) Five prints and one 
reproducible copy of the minor 
division tentative map shall be 
submitted to the County Plan- 
ner. 
4.20 (b) The 
map shall be 


drawn to scale, and shall show 
distances and bearings, date, 
north arrow and scale, names 
and addresses of property own- 
er and person who prepared 
map, parcels proposed to be 
created, 
names of adjoining 


streets and clear indication of 
property location by ties to 
two or more points of record. 
4.20 (c) Map may be drawn 
from existing records or from 
field survey. Source of map- 
ping data shall be noted on map. 
4.20 (d) Within 21 days from 
date of submittal the Technical 
Advisory Committee shall eith- 
er approve, conditionally ap- 
prove, or disapprove the map.

5.01 (e) The Planning Com- 
mission may require the instal- 
lation of appropriate and nec- 
essary public utility facilities, 
Including underground installa- 
tion of power, telephone and 
other utilities when It finds 
such Installations reasonable 
and 
economically 
feasible, 


compatible with adopted utility 
undergroundlng plans, required 
by other regulat-ons or neces- 
sary for conforrr.ity with area 
characteristics and standards. 
5.01 (f) The Planning Com- 
mission may permit private 
roads in land divisions which 
are subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance In cases where 
the Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee finds and reports- that 


such roads provide local ac- 
cess to parcels to be created, 
and do not constitute elements 
of arterial or collector road 
systems necessary to serve 
areas beyond the bounds of the 
land division site. Land divi- 
sions in which private reads 
are permitted shall be subject 
to all provisions of this ordi- 
nance 
except 
as otherwise 


or as additionally provided be- 
low in this subsection: 


(1) Private roads shall be

ations.

port and the name of the engin- 
eer who made it.

shall be conditioned upon com-

S E C T I O N 6. AGREEMENT, 
COMPLETION OF IMPROVE- 
MENTS 
6.01 Concurrently with the ac- 
ceptance of the final map, the 
subdivider shall enter into an 
agreement with the Board of 
Supervisors agreeing to have 
the 
improvements completed 


within the time specified in 
said agreement. Said agree- 
ment shall provide a clause 
guaranteeing the workmanship 
and materials provided in all 
improvements 
for a twelve 


months period after acceptance 
of the improvements by the 
Board of Supervisors. Said a- 
greement may provide for ex- 
tension of time under specified 
conditions. The agreement may 
also provide fortheterminaticn 
of the agreement upon a rever- 
sion to acreage or revocation of 
all or part of the subdivision, 
SECTION 7. BOND, COMPLE- 
TION OF IMPROVEMENTS 


7.01 To assure that the im- 


provements required by this 
Ordinance 
are 
satisfactorily 


completed, adequate improve- 
ment security shall be furnished 
by the Subdivider for the cost 
of the improvements according 
to the plans and specifications 
in a sum or amount equal to the 
estimate approved by the Coun- 
ty Engineer. Partial release 
of said Improvement security 
may be made in accordance 
•with the provisions of the Sub- 
division Map Act. 
Said 
improvement security 


shall be released by the County 
Engineer upon acceptance of 
the work or upon revocation or 
reversion to acreage of the sub- 
division and abandonment of all 
roads and easements, except the 
security In the amount specifi- 
ed by the County Engineer to 


guarantee 
workmanship and 


materials shall remain In full 
force and effect for one (1) 
year after acceptance '.f the 
improvements. 
SECTION S. EXCEPTIONS 


8.01 The Technical Advisory

this ordinance is for any reason 
held to be invalid or unconsti- 
tutional by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, such invalidity 
or unconstitutionality shall not 
affect the validity or constitu- 
tionality of the remaining por- 
tions of this ordinance and the 
Board 
of Supervisors 
does 


hereby declare that it 
would 


have adopted this ordinance and 
each remaining section, sub- 
section, paragraph, 
subpara- 


graph, 
sentence, clause, or 


phrase thereof irrespective of 
the fact that any one or more 
of such section, subsection, 
paragraph, subparagraph, sen- 
tence, clause, or phrase be de- 
clared Invalid or unconstitu- 
tional. 


11.02 Whenever conflict oc- 
curs between any provision of 
this ordinance and any other 
provision of law, the more re- 
strictive of such provisions 
shall prevail. 


11.03 Effective Date. This or- 


dinance is adopted as an emer- 
gency interim ordinance pur- 
suant to Section 65858 of the 
California 
Government code 


and was passed by 4/^ths vote 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
It shall take effect Tuesday, 
November, 19th, 1968, and shall 
expire on February 17th, 1969, 
unless extended as provided by 
law. This ordinance shall be 
published for at least one time 
in the Red Bluff Daily News, a 
newspaper of general circula- 
tion in Tehama County.
